adly, Mitt Romney's staff members have cut 

way back on the use of his gubernatorial- 

campaign credit card, which had made it 
easy for us to track their cross-country sojourns. 
(See “Romney Watch,” This Just In, April 5.) But 
fear not: this doesn’t mean he has been stuck in 
the Bay State. In just the past eight weeks, the 
Barnstormin’ Mormon has been spotted in Califor- 
nia; Arizona; Colorado; lowa; Illinois; Michigan; 
Kentucky; Florida; New York; Washington, DC; 
Italy; and Guantanamo. He hits Wisconsin and 


Washington State this coming weekend. 

Much of the travel tab has been picked up by 
the so-called 527 political committee of the Repub- 
lican Governors Association, of which Romney be- 
came chair in December. 

That RGA fund took in a hefty $6.5 million in 
contributions in the first three months of 2006 — 
its best pace since its creation in 2002. The fund 
draws mostly from corporations, but under Rom- 
ney it has already picked up more than a million 
bucks from individuals. 


Leading the way are four members of the right 
wing’s million-dollar-donor club (see “The GOP 
Empire Strikes Back,” News and Features, October 
9, 2004): Univision chair A. Jerrold Perenchio, 
American Financial Group chair Carl Lindner, 
Texas developer and Swift Boat bankroller Bob 
Perry, and Ameriquest co-founder and Deval 
Patrick albatross Dawn Arnall. The four combined 
to give $650,000 to the RGA’s 527 coffers in the first 
quarter of 2006 — more than it cost to replace the 
half-million from convicted Jack Abramoff co- 
conspirator Michael Scanlon that Romney decided 
to donate to the American Red Cross. 

Romney is also starting to use Common- 
wealth PAC, his “leadership” political-action 
committee, which spent about $5000 on air- 
fare and hotels in early ‘06. (Its Web site — 
thecommonwealthpac.com — is finally up.) 

The Romney for Governor Committee has done 
some spending too — including on two $65 “gifts 
for supporters” from online logo-laden knick- 
knacks outlet Cafepress.com. Presumably, these 
weren't chosen from among the anti-Romney 
swag previously featured in these pages (see “Prod- 
uct Placement,” This Just In, June 3, 2005). But 
there are now plenty of pro-Romney designs avail- 
able there, on everything from mouse pads to ted- 
dy bears. Among them: “Ohioans for Mitt,” “Ten- 
nesseans for Mitt,” “Mitt 'o8,” “Mitt Happens,” 
“Americans for Mitt,” “Romney: Yankee Governor, 
Southern Values,” “I'm sMITTen,” “Pro-Life, Pro- 
Family, Pro-Romney,” and “The Mitt has hit the 
fan.” Although the more apt phrase, as usual, is 
“The Mitt has hit the road.”

Justice Department tries 
dismiss EFF’s wiretapping suit 


As we learn more and more about the scope and 
extent of the Nationai Security Agency’s (NSA) 
warrantless wiretapping program, we're also 
learning — to the surprise of precisely no one — 
how difficult it will be to challenge such domes- 
tic espionage in court. 

Even as USA Today reports that the NSA “has 
been secretly collecting the phone-call records 
of tens of millions of Americans, using data pro- 
vided AT&T, Verizon and BellSouth,” and 
even as a new federal lawsuit was filed in Man- 
hattan last Friday seeking $50 billion in civil 
damages from Verizon, the government has 
moved quash the wiretap debacle’s first law- 
suit, filed five months ago. 

Back in January, the digital-rights group 
Electronic Frontier Foundation (see “Frontier 
Justice,” News and Features, February 9) 
brought a class-action suit against AT&T, accus- 
ing the telecom giant of offering the NSA unfet- 
tered access to key facilities and databases, and 
of continuing to assist the government in the 


surveillance of phone and Internet communica- 
tions among millions of Americans. 

Last Saturday, in the wee hours of the morn- 
ing, lawyers from the Justice Department filed a 
motion in San Francisco federal court seeking to 
dismiss the suit, claiming that a trial would re- 
veal state secrets and compromise national se- 
curity. The motion was classified — it was kept 
secret even from EFF and AT&T, the suit’s two 
parties; only a heavily redacted version was 
made public — and was accompanied by decla- 
rations from Director of National Intelligence 
John Negroponte and Lieutenant General Keith 
Alexander, director of the NSA. “Any attempt to 
proceed in this case,” wrote Alexander, “will 
cause exceptionally grave damage to the nation- 
al security of the United States.” 

“We're not alleging anything in our lawsuit 
that isn’t all over the news already,” counters 
EFF media coordinator Rebecca Jeschke. (Cindy 
Cohn, the foundation's legal director, was un- 
available for comment.) “Saying that we’re 


causing grave danger to national security is 
simply not true. And our lawsuit going away 
isn’t going to change the national debate about 
this program. The facts are all out there, re- 
ported by a lot of different organizations who 
have all done a lot of independent research.” 

Once upon a time, the executive branch 
rarely used its state-secrets privilege. (It-was in- 
voked 55 times between 1954 to 2001, according 
to the Washington Post, and 23 times in the four 
years since 9/11.) But if Saturday’s murky Jus- 
tice Department gambit is any indication of the 
difficulties that legal challenges to NSA wire- 
tapping will face, it also means groups like EFF 
will redouble their efforts. 

“It definitely makes things more difficult 
when there’s a motion to dismiss that we can’t 
read,” notes Jeschke wryly. “But we're certainly 
going fight hard can and defend 
vigorously because we think this is a case that 
needs to go forward. We believe it’s important 
in America that corporations follow the law. 
There’s very clear law that says you have the 
right to private communications — through 
your telephone and through your computer. 
These companies broke that law.”

“Consumer magazines are being hit 
ides,” says Thomas Kemp, managing 
director the Veronis Suhler Stevenson 
media investment firm. “A strong flight of 
advertising online” poses one problem, 
says, while “newsstand sell-through has 
been challenging at best, if not declining.” 
He adds: “It’s a very challenging time for 
the magazine industry.”

WINNERS AND LOSERS 

Despite capturing prestigious National 
Magazine Award General Excellence 
this month, Time magazine not having 
happy time nor are newsweeklies 
general. 

Time Inc., the parent company Time 
magazine, has issued about pink slips 
since December. And the perennially trou- 
bled US News @ World Report also endured 
painful cuts. 2005, pages and rev- 
enues were down significantly at Time (mi- 
nus 12 percent and minus eight percent, re- 
spectively) and Newsweek (minus per- 
cent and minus six percent), compared 
with 2004, according to the Publishers In- 
formation Bureau (PIB). 

Then there’s the thorny issue the 
editorial mission for “news” magazines 
in an era of instant news. The “State of 
the News Media 2006” report the Pro- 
ject for Excellence in Journalism (in the 
interest of disclosure, I will be joining 
the PE} in July) found that “the slow drift 
toward lighter fare at Time and Newsweek 
showed signs abating.” more 
scathing analysis the New York Observer 
concluded that “if the newsweeklies 
seem musty and pointless, it’s because 
they've retreated from their jobs.” 


“I think that certainly the newsweek- 
lies, the business magazines, the 
technology magazines are looking the 
kind of reinvention that every category 
that lives beyond years has do,” says 
the MP4A’s Link. 

Conversely, despite some concern about 
over-saturation and the quick shuttering 
American Media’s Celebrity Living, magazines 
about the rich, famous, and frivolous — 
that often means Jessica, Jennifer, and 
Brangelina — remain a hot commodity. A 
report WWD.com projected that People, 
Us Weekly, Star, InTouch, and Life @ Style will 
combine sell almost half million more 
copies per week the first quarter 2006 
than they did the same period last year. 

Among those publications that Husni 
selected the industry’s “most notable” 
2005 launches are the star-studded OK!, 
Niche Media’s Capitol File (the Washington 
sister the glitzy Boston Common, which de- 
buted last September), and something 
called Hollywood Dog. (We’re not sure what 
to make of that one.) 

Even the more highbrow the 
Boston-based magazine bankrolled At- 
lantic Monthly owner David Bradley, seems 
hooked the power celebrity and suc- 
cess. Targeting a high-end demographic — 
also the strategy Boston Common 02138 
will lead its first issue with list the 100 
most influential Harvard alum. 

“We certainly know that celebrity 
very big category,” says Link. “Part of it may 
escapism time when life challeng- 
ing and hard and difficult.” These “caption- 
oriented magazines” are tailored for readers 
suffering “from attention-deficit syndrome 
across the board,” adds Husni. 

But before anyone mourns the apparent 
death of seriousness and heft, consider the 
New Yorker, where circulation climbed from 
about 948,000 three years ago about 
1,054,000 at the end of 2005. Or check out 
the recent success the unflaggingly liber-

al and traditionally deficit-ridden 141-year- 
old journal of opinion, the Nation. 

In the past five years, the Nation’s 
circulation has literally doubled to about 
189,000. Revenue exceeded the $10 million 
mark for the first time in 2004. And last 
year, an impressive 40,000 readers sub- 
scribed via the magazine’s Web site. 

“These kinds of magazines tend to do 
better political opposition Washing- 
ton,” says Nation president Teresa Stack, 
noting that business has boomed since 
George Bush moved into the White 
House. But she says the recent upswing is 
“way bigger than anything we've ever 
seen” and attributes part of it to more 
sophisticated marketing, frequent media 
appearances by editor Katrina vanden 
Heuve!, and a “robust” online presence. 

Asked if a Democratic victory in the 2008 
election might be bad for business, Stack in- 
sists, “That would happy problem for us.” 


GOOD TIMES 

Next month, a magazine called Success — 
edited by former Mirabella editor in chief 
Gay Bryant will roll out 128-page inau- 
gural issue that hopes carve out new 
niche the beleaguered business category. 

“We became convinced 
there was big [to 
filled by] business 
magazine that addressed 
the personal side busi- 
ness life,” says Bryant. 
“Conspicuous consump- 
tion quite unappealing” 
in the post-9/11 world, she 
says. “The biggest issue 
people want deal with 
the work-life balance.” 

When asked now 
good time for new maga- 
zine, Bryant responds, “I 
think it’s always been 
lousy time. It’s probably 
about bad could be. 
Not very good.” 

When comes the 
overall health the in- 
dustry, statistics tell only 
part of the story. Accord- 
ing new PIB numbers 
for the first four months 
2006, magazine rev- 
enue 4.5 percent, 
compared with the same 
time period last year, 
while pages inched only 0.7 percent. 
TNS Media Intelligence data indicate that 
the share all media dollars spent 
magazines ticked from 18.24 percent 
19.05 percent from 2004 2005. The 
MPA also reports 101 magazine-launch 
announcements the first quarter this 
year — a 35 percent increase over last year, 
with nearly half the start-ups categorized 
lifestyle publications. 

Still, the industry not exactly en- 
veloped sense optimism. e-mail 
from the proprietor the Crim Reaper Web 
site says, “I know there are many execu- 
tives denial and [who] think throwing 
money the problem will solve it. But this 
is not the case — it’s not just that there are 
too many magazines out there (there are), 
but the audience for them changing.” 

The PE) report also warned that “it may 
that the structural changes the media 
environment the growth online out- 
lets, readership and ads — are beginning to 
have bigger impact magazines.” 

But while rising gas prices and the new 
postal increase make life more difficult for 
magazine publishers, analysts say they still 
have some advantages over their newspaper 
cousins. For one thing, they’re not as reliant 
the classified ads that have migrated on- 
line frantic pace. For another, most are 
not tied into geographic base. And then

A clear exception is the Forbes.com 
site, which was created a decade ago and 
managed survive the dot-com bust.

roughly half those are 
editorial employees — 
that posts about 2000 sto- 
ries day. (It was 
Forbes.com reporter 
Adam Penenberg who fa- 
mously uncovered 
Stephen proclivity 
for fabrication the New 
Republic in 1998.) 

“You can take brand 
and iterate onto anoth- 
er medium, but... you 
ent way,” says Jim Span- 
feller, president 
Forbes.com. “The content 
the site radically dif- 
ferent from the content 
the magazine.” 

One operator gam- 
bling on online video is 
the Ehlert Publishing 
Croup, company that 
owns more than dozen 
publications, most fo- 
cused on “enthusiast” subjects such as 
motorcycling and boating. Company 
president Steve Hedlund says there was 
“nothing horribly dynamic about the 
impact” early efforts re-purpose ed- 
itorial content online. And a few years 
ago, Ehlert tried produce cable-TV 
shows on networks such as Outdoor Life 
before concluding that the money and 
effort weren’t worth it.

who could play a key role in funding 
her campaign.

erson. They’re not go- 
ing thinking 
about you.”

After Diaz wrapped 
her spiel, this gen- 
tleman seemed decid- 
edly pessimistic.

DeJong,” he said, refer- 
ring the Back Bay 
veterinarian who chal- 
lenged then-Senate 
president William Bul- 
ger another flawed, 
iconic Democrat 
back in 1990. “All he 
had say was, ‘Beat 
Bulger.’

Wilkerson

THE HONORABLE MAYOR 
THOMAS MENINO: 


This fall, you will play host to some 
15,000 members of the International Asso- 
ciation of Chiefs of Police (IACP). Surely 
someone among them could run the 
Boston Police Department (BPD). 

Hiring someone from the outside world 
would go against decades of parochial 
Boston tradition and run counter to every 
instinct you have ever shown as mayor. 
That’s why everyone expects you to act 
swiftly naming successor departing 
commissioner Kathleen O’Toole. One City 
Hall insider says flatly that there will not 
be a full-scale nationwide search, adding 
that “there sense urgency about 
this.” The only question most people have 
is whether the job will go to your buddy 
Robert Dunford Dunford ally, with 
Dunford second in command. 

Tom: take deep breath. Count ten. 
Think serene thoughts. 

This is a time to do it right, not fast. 

The sense urgency understandable 
but grossly inflated. few 
months hardly departure from the sta- 
tus quo small sacrifice for getting 
what the city badly needs: someone with re- 
leadership ability, breadth experience, 
fresh ideas, and, perhaps most important, 
baggage. Someone who demands actual

results, and gets rid of those who don’t pro- 
duce. Not someone who will, as O’Toole did 
this January, stand and nod as Daniel Cole- 
man, head of the country’s worst homicide 
squad, tells the city at a press conference 
that there nothing his unit can im- 
prove the arrest rate, except hope that citi- 
zens start turning killers. 

Let people throw stones you for tak- 
ing your time. You don’t face re-election 
until November 2009. You are trusted in 
the neighborhoods most affected by the 
shocking rise in violence. 

Of the So largest US cities, 14 hired 
their current police chiefs from outside 
the city, according Phoenix research. That 
includes six the chosen the past 
two years: the top cops Albuquerque, 
Charlotte-Mecklenberg, Dallas, Houston, 
Nashville, and San Antonio. 

You might want to call Shirley Franklin, 
your counterpart Atlanta. The FBI had 
named her city America’s most violent for 
three straight years when, 2002, Franklin 
reached outside the city hire Richard Pen- 
nington, the highly respected New Orleans 
police chief. Pennington reorganized and 
reinvigorated badly dysfunctional 
police department. Homicides dropped from 
152 in 2002 to 89 last year. 

The closest Boston has come bringing 
commissioner from the outside was 
when it hired William Bratton, in 1993. 
Bratton, BPD veteran, had left run

This is why, for example, the department 
can have a thoroughly incompetent latent- 
fingerprint lab without anybody doing any- 
thing about it for some 30 years. Or why the 
department can congratulate itself for 
“Unsolved Shootings Project” that resulted 
dramatic increase unsolved shootings. 
Or why the department can send completely 
unqualified ballistics “experts” to testify 
against hundreds of defendants in court. 

Exacerbating the problem, half the peo- 
ple in this town think they personally res- 
cued Boston from the violence of the late 
1980s and early ‘90s. Members of the origi- 
nal TenPoint Coalition think the ministers’ 
intervention was responsible for the so 
called Boston Miracle; Paul Joyce credits his 
own Operation Ceasefire; the Attorney’s 
office (now under Michael Sullivan rather 
than David Stern) thinks that federal prose- 
cutions turned things around. And so on. 

They are all certain that they need advice 
from no one in order to confront the current 
problem. But with the city on track for 400 
shooting victims this year level not seen 
since 1994 — they are clearly wrong. 


ADULT SUPERVISION 

As one close observer of the department says, 
“The bottom line is, it’s been long time 
since the BPD had any adult supervision.” 

Right now, Mr. Mayor, your internal 
candidates for the top job are the ones who 
have been the biggest babies. 

When asked about the merits exter- 
nal hire, the first thing William Brown, chief 
of police in Blacksburg, Virginia, and veteran 
many police-chief searches for cities sev- 
eral states, says is, “If there’s any kind of con- 
troversy inside the department, where two or 
people want the power themselves, 
bring somebody from the outside.” 

The BPD has least three strong per- 
sonalicies who want to run the show: Su- 
perintendent Robert Dunford, who heads 
the Bureau of Field Services; Superinten- 
dent Paul Joyce, who leads Investigative 
Services; and Captain James Claiborne, 
who was field-services superintendent pri- 
or to Dunford. 

They are all guilty of the kind of 
infighting and coalition building that has 
typified the department. And none 
them is without taint. 

Claiborne was recently demoted for his 
role in planning the disastrous crowd- 
control effort that led to the death of 21- 
year-old Victoria Snelgrove. Dunford got 
away smelling clean in that debacle, but it 
was he who decided to buy and deploy the 
pellet guns that killed the young woman 
without the in-house training recom- 
mended the manufacturer. even put 
them in the hands of Robert O’Toole dur- 
ing the Democratic National Convention; 
there is no reason not to think that, had 
protesters gotten rowdy, O’Toole would 
have overseen a similar horror then. 

Joyce, of course, has the atrocious arrest 
rate of his investigators to answer for, as 
well as his failure to achieve accreditation 
for the BPD crime labs. 

But most important, they have all 
failed work together counter the spi- 
raling violence under their watch. 

Here’s how bad is, according folks 
the Washington Square neighborhood Rox- 
bury. For some time, the area has been terror- 
ized by a posse of trigger-happy drug dealers, 
they say. The group operates mainly out 
homes on Maywood Street — literally a strong 
football toss from the building that houses 
the Youth Violence Strike Force (YVSF). 

should have been simple for the YVSF 
call the officers and detectives dis- 
trict B2, which polices Roxbury, and launch 
operation around the corner and 
nab the thugs. But the YVSF Joyce’s in-

How little things change. You, Mayor 
Menino, can’t keep your hands out the de- 
partment, and everybody on the inside 
knows it. 

So does everybody on the 
outside, which is why you 
couldn’t buy an out-of-state 
résumé when you ran na- 
tional search replace Paul 
Evans 2002. According 
reports the time, only 
the chiefs Ann Arbor, 
Michigan, and Knoxville, 
Tennessee, submitted their 
names, and both later 
withdrew them, 

Well, there was a reason 
for that, Tommy: you. As re- 
ported the time, every- 
body knew the search was 
just for show, and that you 
would ultimately hire some- 
body you had long personal 
history with, just as you al- 
ways do. 

Besides, outside police 
chief worth his or her salt would want to serve 
mayor known for meddling the police 
department’s daily operations including 
promotions.

San 
Diego, where the city manager, rather than 
the mayor, selected San Jose’s chief, William 
Lansdowne, in 2003.

THERON BOWMAN, CHIEF POLICE, ARLINGTON, TEXAS 


Bowman received a major national police-executive award and has implemented an innovative strategy 


that assigns accountability to community policing. 


THOMAS WARREN, CHIEF POLICE, OMAHA, NEBRASKA 
In 2000, Omaha had 37 homicides — just two fewer than Boston. Since then, it has averaged around 28 
a year, compared with Boston's 65 — and has a homicide-arrest rate of about twice that of Boston. 


JOHN TIMONEY, CHIEF POLICE, MIAMI, FLORIDA 


Former Philadelphia police chief and a finalist — second only to Bratton — for the Los Angeles job in 
2002, Timoney has seen anything and everything that Boston can throw at him. Crime in Miami has 


stabilized under his watch. 


NORMAN WILLIAMS, CHIEF POLICE, WICHITA, KANSAS 


Under Williams, the homicide-arrest rate in Wichita has been essentially 100 percent. The city has 
received national recognition for its community-policing success.

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The Soul blueprint for great R&B 


t's clear from the first refrain of Joe 

“Walk Mile Shoes” that 

the Soul Band don’t fool around. Singer 

Tim Pike has mighty rasp that strolls 

in the shadows of the classic voices of 
greats like Joe Tex and Wilson Pickett. 
The brotherly horns of Scott and John Aruda 
punch these native New Englanders 
were refugees Shoals. Bassist 
Brad Hallen and drummer Steve Chaggaris 
nail the grooves that made labels like Stax 
and part the American primal R&B vo- 
cabulary.

Pearl Jam and Neil Young respond war

n increasingly unpopular war, a 
body count that grows daily 
even our commander-in- 
chief touts our military tri- 
umphs, and an increasing 
sense of uneasiness as it becomes all too 
apparent that our leaders have been less

han candid. Add to that the coded us-

inst-them rhetoric, growing gap be- 
een the rich who planned the war and 
the poor whose sons, daughters, and 
weekend reservists die there every day, 
and a growing polarization between the 
right and the left. Ring a bell? 

Neil Young sometime folksinger 
who was there at the first Woodstock, and 
who stood proudly with his peers against 
Vietnam — “déja vu” may not be a strong 
enough description. Yet Young, like 
many other artists who'd addressed socio- 
political issues, has been remarkably qui- 
et over the past few years. His first reac- 
tion September was “Let’s Roll,” 
proud somewhat hamhanded tribute 
the passengers who brought down United 
Flight 93. But he followed that with the 
strange concept album Greendale, and then 
last year’s celebrated Prairie Wind, a return 
to Harvest-era folk and introspective song- 
writing that addressed the death his fa- 
ther and his own brush with mortality 
and was, aside from a quick mention of 
9/11 in “No Wonder,” devoid of any sugges- 
tions that military, social, or political 
conflict had overtaken our fair nation. 

If Young was relying on a new genera- 
tion protest rockers speak out, 
was mistaken. Even the Rock Against 
Bush campaign get out the vote 
2004, on two compilation CDs, yielded 
precious few songs that addressed the war 
in Irag or any of the administration’s oth- 
policies. anyone remember the 
Let Them Eat Jellybeans? 

the relative silence. The Bush administra- 
tion has confused important issues with 
doublespeak and manipulative language. 

When “No Child Left Behind” actually 
means less funding for schools, we're be- 
yond the Orwellian looking glass.) But 
cracks have begun to appear in the 
facade.

to Katrina. 

And, finally, the music troops appear 
to be mobilizing. In different circum- 
stances, Seeger Sessions album 
might considered just tribute toa 
musical hero; in the current climate, it’s a 
wake-up call. “We Shall Overcome” 
which much part our cultural 
fabric, it’s hard to believe that someone 
wrote it, that just handed down 
from on high — means something to any- 
one whose lost a loved one to the war on 
terrorism or the wrath of Katrina. It 
brings to mind past struggles that have 
mobilized regular folks stand and 
fight for the greater good. 

Mixing rock and politics remains a 
tricky business. Different artists have 
their own ways of dealing with current 
events, and it would be hard to find two 
more divergent roads protest than the 
routes Pearl Jam and Neil Young take on 
their new albums. Young, the elder 
statesman and veteran such topical 
yet lasting songs “Ohio” and “Rockin’ 
the Free World,” tackles his subject 
head on in Living with War (Reprise), a Crazy 
album that posits the war 


Iraq its theme and goes far 
Impeach the President.” ire has 
been awakened: “Lookin’ for a Leader” 
rocks as hard as it rants, and it leads into 
“Roger and Out,” which makes a vivid 
connection between Iraq and Vietnam, 
and then closing hymn, “America the 
Beautiful,” sung by a choir. Yet as topical 
as the disc is (Barack Obama and Colin 
Powell are just two names Neil drops), 
there are songs here good enough out- 
live the current administration, just as 
“Rockin’ the Free World” survived be- 
yond the Reagan/Bush years. 

Eddie Vedder, the other hand, has 
struggled reconcile his political views 
with his role in Pearl Jam, who play the 
Garden this Wednesday and Thursday. 
may write most of the lyrics, but you get 
the sense the band members have agreed, 
at least tacitly, that their health depends 
Vedder’s-keeping his political activities 
separate. And yet his best 
songwriter when gets his mind around 
an issue that matters — when he’s angry. 
His MO is to look to himself for answers, 
dig through his tortured soul use his 
powers empathy place himself the 
shoes of, say, “Jeremy,” in an effort to see 


the world from another’s point view. 

He does both on Pearl Jam. And politics 
are big part what’s gotten under his 
skin this time around. It works: Pearl Jam 
sound like a band reborn on their first al- 
bum for J Records, a disc driven by an ur- 
gency and sense purpose this band 
And though Vedder’s less inclined than 
Young point fingers, comes right out 
and says what he means on the ominously 
titled first single, the searing but melodic 
“World Wide Suicide.” “Medals on a wood- 
en mantel,” he sings in that clenched fist 
of a voice, “Next to a handsome face/That 
the president took for granted/Writing 
checks that others pay.” The guitars 
Stone Gossard and Mike McCready parry 
and feint until they coalesce on a hard, 
garage-rocking chorus that eventually 
gives way to an explosion of emotion from 
Vedder works himself toa 
scream: “Looking the eyes the fallen/ 
You got know there’s another, another, 
another, another, another way.” 

In the past, Pearl Jam have seemed 
happy paying tribute their classic-rock 
heroes. Here, they play like band pos- 
sessed, slamming away with urgency be- 
hind Vedder, feeding mix melody and 
noise into the maelstrom, pulling back just 
enough for key lines like “And the solution?/ 
Well, from far would be/But the 
delusion/Is feeling dangerous me.” 

Much Vedder’s soul searching about 
the war cryptic: you have read be- 
tween the lines when sings about 
walking tightrope over “moral 
grounds.” But doesn’t take doctorate 
figure out the pensive “Army Reserve,” as 
puts himself the head mother 
reassuring daughter that daddy’s safe 
while trying convince herself that “Fa- 
ther risking his life for our freedoms.” 
It’s one the more poignant tracks, the 
moment which Vedder turns anger into 
pathos and, like Cindy Sheehan's vigil 
outside Bush’s Texas ranch, strips away 
the political reveal the naked humanity 
the issue. Young doesn’t need, and nei- 
ther does attempt, anything along 
those lines Living with War. His rous- 
ing political call arms that invites you 
join the chorus “No more lies” 
reads down list wrongs, from 
coffins draped American flags Jihad 
Madison Avenue wars. But both Vedder 
and Young are united, along with Spring- 
steen, their belief that music still has 
the power change minds and, they 
hope, lives. It’s worthy leap faith.

Maynard James Keenan, to borrow an obser- 
vation made about the young William Bur- 
roughs, has the face of a sheep-killing dog 
— taut, starved, bleakly symmetrical, with 
underhang menace. sings ina 
voice like wire running off spool. into 
sodomy and holiness. And the new Tool CD, 
10,000 Days (Volcano), comes with pair 
stereoscopic lenses through which peer 
the trippy artwork. (If you this, the 
cloister of your bedroom or study, I guaran- 
tee you will hear distant, mocking laugh- 
ter.) What a wacky, wacky band. 

And what mighty one, too. They sold 
out their May 21 Orpheum show in 32 sec- 
onds, and they wouldn't give your fun-lov- 
ing Phoenix an interview, the bastards. 
Then again, why should they? They don’t 

1eed us. Tool long ago achieved a state of 
glimmering shadow renown, in which we 
are always lurkingly aware, as if cursed, of 
their existence and potency. They survived 
grunge, Lollapalooza, new metal, and 
whatever the last thing was that hap- 
pened. Silence and absence now conspire 
in their favor. Sparse press; forbidding xs- 
thetics; an album every five years or so, 
beamed directly into the pineal gland 
their enthralled audience; mega, mega 
sales. Undertow (1993) went double plat- 
inum; the last album, Lateralus (2001), 
went straight to #1, and 10,000 Days just did 
the same, dethroning Godsmack’s IV. If I 

‘ e singer of a hack metal band, duti- 
fully slopping out riffs grunts for the 
masses only to watch Tool swing dowr 
from their velvet obscurity and cream my 
sales figures, might catch myself mutter- 
Dude, what the FUCK... ?” 

Well here’s the secret: they’re wizards. 
“Black and white are all I see, in my infan- 
cy,” whispered Keenan urgently the ti- 
tle track of Lateralus, his breath synched to 
the pattern of Danny Carey’s toms. “Red 
and yellow then came to be, reaching out 
tome...” Black, white, yellow and red: 
the four main stages of the alchemical 
opus. one alchemy’s foundational 
texts, the Tractatus Aureus (“Golden Trea- 
tise”) attributed Hermes Trismegistus, 
vulture stands on the side of a mountain 
and cries, “I am the white of the black, and 
the red of the white and the yellow of the 
red, and I am very truthful.” Which is 
something Maynard Keenan might say (or 
sing). Tool are eye-deep in the great ar- 
canum, seething with alchemical lore, the

Kabala, entheogenic revelation, and God 
knows what else. It wouldn’t surprise me 
to learn that the release date of 10,000 Days 
was lined up astrologically for maximum 
efficacy, or that some of its time signa- 
tures are Pythagorean spells engineered to 
depress the market value Godsmack. 

with Lateralus, the packaging/ 
artwork collaboration between Tool’s 
Adam Jones — he of the dark blue guitar 
tone — and the visionary artist Alex Grey, 
founder Chapel Sacred 
Mirrors. Grey devout acidhead who 
spent five years Harvard Medical School 
preparing cadavers for dissection, and 
has, as you might expect, a keen interest in 
the resolution of the mind/body dichoto- 
my. Your typical Crey painting of the hu- 
man form — male, skinless, and ablaze 
with inner light part anatomical 
study, part diagram of divinity. Nodes of 
spirit energy are mapped onto the organs 
and veins, and the tree nerves burning 
like Moses’s bush.

Grey’s vision Tool’s vision: they have 
trained their music like weapon the 
next phase the evolution human con- 
sciousness, the moment in which the old 
dualities — spirit/flesh, psyche/brain — 
are outlived. “Shine on forever/Shine on 
benevolent sun/Shine on the severed/ 
Shine until the two become one,” implores 
Keenan the new track “Jambi.” And 
“Right Two” about the “silly monkeys” 
who separate themselves from the All: 
“Where there’s one they’re bound divide 
the least attractive aspect Tool their 
higher-being scorn for the unevolved, for 
all lolling, ass-picking primates who 
quite got the picture yet. 

Keenan has patience with us. “How 
they survive misguided mystery/Re- 
pugnant creature who would squander 
the ability/To lift an eye to heaven, con- 
scious of his fleeting time here,” he intones 
in “Right in Two.” Christians are sheep, and 
are Scientologists; hypocrites and para- 
sites abound; and if he doesn’t like you, he 


might sing song inviting you fuck 
yourself. Anima (1996) was particularly toxic 
this regard, cursing Los Angeles 
say we'll see Armageddon soon/I certainly 
hope will. it’s bullshit three-ring 
circus sideshow freaks” like Bill Hicks 
without the jokes. On 10,000 Days, Keenan 
has a go at TV watchers (“zombies . . . vam- 
pires”) “Vicariously” and members the 
legal profession in “The Pot”: “Foot in 
mouth and head You must have 
been high.” One could see all part 
confrontation with his shadow, 
willed immersion the “undertow” neg- 
ativity, or one could see it as pure pissiness.

During the ’90s, members of Tool would 
refer interviews book called Joyful

Stardust memories 


Willie Nelson gets know Cindy Walker

“To become immortal, and then die.” That’s 

how the great French director Jean-Pierre 

mere ille answers in Jean-Luc Godard’s Breath- 
less when asked about his grand ambition. 

Immortality is stretching it, but country 
songwriter Cindy Walker’s passing on March 
23 at age 87, weeks after fellow Texan Willie 
Nelson released new her songs, was 
moment exquisite timing. The CD, You 
Don’t Know Me: The Songs of Cindy Walker (Lost 
Highway), takes its title from her most fa- 
mous song, one that was a hit for Eddy 
Amold and Ray Charles. And that title speaks 
to how someone as successful as Walker — a 
member the Country Music Hall Fame 
with a series of hits for the likes of Bob Wills, 
Ermest Tubb, Webb Pierce, Red Foley, and 
Roy Orbison to her credit —- can be so little 
known outside the performers who have 
revered her compositions for years. 

Maybe the answer to that has something 
to do with the way the self-effacement of 
the craftsman often mistaken for 
anonymity. In pop music, the rise of the 
singer-songwriter at the end of the 60s 
gave shape to assumptions that the most 
personal music had written the per- 
former (tell that to Billie Holiday, Elvis, 
Sinatra, or Reneé Fleming), and that song- 
writers for hire were mere cogs the pop 
machine. notion that leaves room 
for the idea singing interpretive art. 

addition being just about the most 
companionable new music heard this 
year, You Don’t Know Me is both a triumph of 
interpretive singing and warm example 
the trust that can exist between composers 
and the singers who essay their songs. Nel- 
son, who plays Bank America Pavilion 
May 27, has called the CD a country version of 


his 1978 collection of standards, Stardust. If 
Stardust sounded like music for a night-owls 
radio show out of the ’4os, You Don't Know is 
the perfect Saturday-night dance party, 
ranging from numbers designed get 
everyone moving (“Cherokee Maiden,” 
“Bubbles in My Beer”) to the ones aimed to 
send them slow-dancing off into dark cor- 
ners (“You Don’t Know Me,” “Not That I 
Care”). The 13 songs — casual and observed 
without seeming “written” provide Nel- 
son near-perfect vehicles for his unforced, 
almost conversational style. He doesn’t 
push thing, neither the heartache nor the 
joy, and he certainly doesn’t put quotation 
marks around the period flavor. And 
though you can hear his love for material 
he’s been listening to most of his life, You 
Don't Know Me, like Stardust, is no exercise in 
nostalgia. He treats the songs as living mu- 
sic, not museum pieces. 

Walker periodically tried her hand 
performing. The photos the booklet 
reveal woman gorgeous enough com- 
mand an audience’s attention, but she pre- 
ferred songwriting. And times you have 
to wonder whether that was because song- 
writing allowed her put things the 
mouths male performers woman could- 
n’t get away with. Maybe in 1951, a woman 
could have sung the weeper “I Was Just 
Walkin’ Out the Door ’— about a woman 
who sees the true love who jilted her on the 
eve of her wedding to another. But could 
she have gotten away with this verse: 
“Well, it’s almost quarter to four/Sorry, I 
can’t stay any more/I must way, 
it’s wedding day/And was just walkin’ 
out of the door.” It diminishes Nelson’s 
beautiful singing here say acts

Political raps 


The Coup pick bigger weapon

can’t say guy who blasts out 
the starting gate with song 
called “Kill Landlord” and, 
then, eight years later, comes 
with a riveting, darkly humorous 
Trap titled “5 Million Ways To Kill a CEO” 
have murder his mind. That guy 
is Boots Riley, the main man behind the 
Oakland hip-hop outfit the Coup. those 
formative days, back in 1993, Riley was 
joined E-Rock and Pam the 
Funkmistress. Nearly decade and half 
later, Pam’s still on board. Other than that, 
membership the Coup ever-shifting 
affair. Think Parliament-Funkadelic, with 
Boots George Clinton. 

April 25, the Coup released their new 
Pick Bigger Weapon, their fifth full-length, 
and the group’s first for the punk-oriented 
SoCal indie Epitaph’s Anti- imprint. It’s the 
first Coup disc since Party Music (Tommy 
Boy), album that unintentionally caused 
controversy when its original cover 
pre-9/11 image the World Trade Center 
going flames from explosion deto- 
nated the guitars and turntables the 
Coup had scrapped. Nevertheless, 
few advance review copies were pressed that 
and showed various publica- 
tions, creating situation ripe for misun- 
derstandings. 

Over drinks ZuZu last month, Boots 
recalled how Tommy Boy publicists issued 
statements the effect that the Coup did- 
n’t support violence. But that wasn’t exactly 
the case. In the pre-9/11 world, the cover, he 
says, “made good metaphorical point: 
was music destroying capitalism. When the 
attacks happened, didn’t want people 
confuse the politics lyrics because 
do talk about violence — with the attacks. I 
don’t want people think it’s some indi- 
vidualistic I-have-the-right to-decide-the- 
fate-of-the-world sort thing. What talk 
about people taking control the re- 
sources that are around. I’m talking about 
the power people. But that coincidence 
had happen anyone, I’m glad was 
me. was prepared deal with it, 
have less lose than lot other rappers.” 

Riley cowed the flak took 
for that original cover, the title Pick Big- 
ger Weapon attests. Again, though, he’s 
touched raw nerve and created plenty 
room for misunderstanding. The new title, 
explains, has nothing with gang 
hardware with picking fight with any 
rival rap crew. “The point songs,” 
says reference the violence that has 
plagued hip-hop, “is that not each 
other’s enemies.” 

The enemies Boots has mind dot our 
history. They’re the White House. 
They’re the wealthy, predominantly white, 
almost exclusively male power brokers

the world. This guy who one his 
raps advocated taking leak slave owner 
George Washington’s grave. The “Head (of 
State)” finds “Bush and Hussein together 
bed/Giving H-E-A-D: head”; “Captain Ster- 
ling’s Little Problem” encourages American 
soldiers desert. “Ass-Breath Killers” 
fantasy about a pill that counters blind sub- 
servience. Riley imagines Nat Turmer, John 
Brown, Mao, and Martin Luther King Jr., 
among others, taking the drug: “MLK 
took half pill/Procrastinated/Once took 
whole pill/They assassinated.” 

But he’s also careful to balance the histo- 
lessons and the politicking with point- 
sense like songs that are 
about more than one thing.” Bigger 
Weapon fact peppered with sly juxtapo- 
sitions, like the children’s mocking sing- 
song chorus in “Head (of State).” There’s al- 
so near-ambient music, romantic funk, and 
abundance quick, clever rhyming: 
“I’m a walking contradiction/Like bullets 
and love mixin’ ” (“Introduction”), and 
“The governments the worlds shark in- 
fested/They heavy weaponry like 
ton Heston” (“My Favorite Mutiny”). 


spite the chorus kids “Head (of 
State),” Pick Bigger Weapon not G-rated af- 
fair. There’s plenty of sex in “I Just Wanna 
Lay Around in Bed with You” and “Laugh/ 
Love/Fuck,” songs Riley says he’s yet to let 
his father hear, songs admits won’t make 
the cut for the edited version the he’s 
giving his eight-year-old daughter. 

Now 35, Riley went to San Francisco 
State and studied film and history, but he 
never graduated. remains avid read- 
er, however, counting Howard Zinn, 
Gabriel Garcia Marquez, Toni Morrison, and 
Alfred McCoy (The Politics the Heroin Trade) 
among his favorite writers. His political ac- 
tivism began 15, when signed 
organizer for the Progressive Labor Party. 
still remembers feeling that was wasting 
his life when, at 24, he saw the Coup’s Geno- 
cide & Juice (reissued by Jcor in 2001) rising in 
the charts. was comparing himself 
Black Panther Party leader Fred Hampton, 
done more rebel rousing than Riley 
the age 20. Then again, Hampton was 
shot dead police 21. 

Ever since his Juice epiphany, 
Riley has spent much his life bouncing 


between hip-hop and political organizing. 
His projects have included arts workshops, 
guerrilla hip-hop campaigns on flatbed 
trucks, and anti-racism groups. He joined 
forces with Billy Bragg, Tom Morello, and 
Steve Earle on the “Tell Us the Truth Tour” 
in 2003. Bling chasing’s never been big on 
the agenda: the two words that come 
up most in conversation are “ruling” and 
“class.” 

For a time he wrestled with the notion 
that his hip-hop career was “detour” from 
his life activist. He’s since realized that 
hip-hop provides him with a platform from 
which can have political impact. 
“That's the way it is now. I used to have 
more of a skill talking to people one-on-one 
and relating them. think that’s still 
big part art and the way approach 
music.” 

That music is flowing, funky, and remi- 
niscent of early Prince or maybe even the 
Clash circa “Bankrobber.” Riley doesn’t 
mince words on or off the mic. “Although I 
think the biggest change gonna come 
when there is a violent revolution or a vio- 
lent overthrow, I have no idea when that 
will be. It’s something that takes millions 
people, and fair democratic system can 
evolve from that. I’m just saying, ‘Let’s look 
at where the real enemy is and what their 
motivations 

What’s more, he believes Pick a Bigger 
Weapon is the first Coup disc in a long time 
that will get proper distribution. He says An- 
ti- president Andy Kaulkin told him: “Look, 
man, your record needs happen and 
need to be involved with you because I need 
have conscience that I’m part 
putting the truth out there.” isn’t that the 
Coup gotten any recognition there 
was that ranking the Village 2001 
“Pazz and Jop” poll. But they’ve yet 
achieve big commercial breakthrough. 

This could it. During the Pick Bigger 
Weapon sessions, Riley got number his 
friends involved, including Morello, singer 
Silk and few P-Funk vets. He’s happy 
with the results. “It’s an album about the 
complexities life, the way everything 
intertwined. That’s why I’m satisfied 
with it’s complex and it’s hard.” 

When the Coup hit the road for tour 
that brings them to the Paradise on June 7, 
Riley, Silk E., and Pam will have a bassist, 
guitarist, and drummer who will trigger 
samples and keyboard parts. like the 
musicians who stay in the pocket,” Riley 
explains. “The ethic is James Brown; the 
music more Ohio Players. sound that’s 
different from what's on the album. It’s 
harder.”

For house music, you can’t get much more authentic 
than DJ Honey Dijon. Crew up in Chicago, African 
American, transgendered; started dancing at the clubs 
where house music was being created; became a friend, 
then protégée, of Frankie Knuckles, the prime origina- 
tor of the genre. Like Knuckles, Honey Dijon moved to 
New York in the early ‘90s, when many first-generation 
house-music club kids were becoming second-genera- 
tion house DJs — Honey too, with encouragement from 
Knuckles and Danny Tenaglia. She says, “I'd always tak- 
interest the records, the songs. was record 
fan as well as a dancer. So when Danny and Frankie 
told me I should become a DJ — ‘Just do it!” they said —I 
started hanging out in DJ booths, bought a turntable 
set, practiced, and soon there was!” She developed 
reputation for fast, fierce sets and started touring clubs 
all over the world. 

Saturday night she came Boston’s Rise Club. Her 
dancers were overwhelmingly short-haired white 
males, many of them body-builder types naked to the 
waist. The body-builder guys love heavy, harsh, elec- 
tronically filtered rhythms with scratchy, acid-style vo- 
cal overlays, and Honey played them. Her set started 
at 3 am and was still going at 5:30, a continuous surge 
chugging, booming rhythms artfully phased with 
rhythmic pianissimo interludes. She quick-cut from 
one beat to another, overlaying her vocal quotes on the 
mix points and distracting (and beguiling) the 
dancers. Her beats made the dancers stomp, but even 
more arousing were her vocal quotes, from Eddie 
Amador’s “House Music,” Crystal Waters’ “100% Pure 
Love,” and many other anthems. In those pianissimo 
passages, she digressed from body-builder beats soft, 
swooning rhythms with sugary, delicate vocals. Then 
she made the music rise, toward highly embroidered or- 
chestrations, subtle in their sensuality and irresistible 
to those who understand house as a spiritual, a soulful, 
and a body thing.

GIANT DRAG 


PRETTY GIRLS MAKE GRAVES:

Giant Drag’s tour mates, Pretty Girls Make Graves, 
came well equipped, not only with tall bassist (former 
Murder City Devil Derek Fudesco) but with a full com- 
plement supporting musicians for singer Andrea Zol- 
lo, including new keyboardist Leona Marrs. The addi- 
tion keyboards has helped transiting from 
the pop punk their first Lookout! disc the more ex- 
pansive post-punk, neo-new-wave sensibility their 
new Elan Vital (Matador), and Marrs stood center stage, 
right next Zollo, adding nice background harmonies 
and a bit of melodica to the mix. What’s more, Giant 
Drag’s shy-girl, less-is-more complemented 
the pile-it-on, forceful female dynamics Pretty Cirls 


COMPLEAT Honey Rise set alternated the fast 
and furious with the soft and sensual. 


Make Graves nicely, even if Pretty Girls could at least 
have offered lend Giant Drag their bass player.

MORRISSEY AND CRIMMINS 

FRUITFUL REUNION 

The parallel but separate career paths New England 
folk icon Bill Morrissey and edgy political satirist Bar- 
Crimmins, both whom began their assent 
Boston's 1980s club scene, intersected for shows May 
5 and 6 at Jimmy Tingle’s Off Broadway in Davis 
Square. It was a rare opportunity for both men, long- 
time friends, share bill, and one the more 
promising unions music and comedy that the inti- 
mate theater has been hosting. 

On Friday, Morrissey, knees cocked back and 
singing with passion and vigor, unveiled stack 
new songs from his just-recorded 11th album. His 
deft open-tuned picking accompanied fresh material 
that floated on currents of wistfulness, love, and 
heartache. There were touching paeans middle- 
aged romance and the moments of inarticulate si- 
lence that are part longing. And his life-weathered 
voice and deep, ringing guitar tone caressed every 
emotional button along the way. also mentioned 
that fellow songwriter Dave Alvin, a founder of the 
Blasters and occasional member of X and the Knit- 
ters, had joined him in the studio for the new album 
which makes that much more enticing. 

Crimmins high-functioning humorist who 
thrives improvisation and demands that his audi- 
ence well informed and smart enough follow his 
rapid connections to world events and the absurd. His 
timing was bit off that night, probably judge 
our backstage conversation because the static 
high-pressure book deal he’s undertaken with 
the Air America radio network, for which he’s staff 
writer.

Singer/keyboardist/bassist 
Brandon Curtis seems to have some- 
thing caught in his throat on 
“Alone, Jealous and Stoned,” the 
tone-setting opener, which is flush 
with lush synths, the throb of bass 
that’s felt as much as heard, and 
the architecturally perfect David 
Gilmour-like guitars of brother Ben- 
jamin Curtis as it goes through sev- 
eral transformations on its way past 
the six-minute mark. There's some- 
thing utterly classic about Secret 
Machines’ brand of rock, especially 
the rock-hard (but not hard-rock) 
drumming of Josh Garza, which is 
muscular but never overly heavy 
Lovelorn melancholy, bitter regret, 
and a sense that all is not well per 
meates Ten Silver Drops, sometimes 
pushing Brandon to fits of florid po 
etics. But if you lisven too closely to 
the words, you’ll miss the real joys 
here: the gorgeous soundscapes, 
the driving backbeats, and the tex- 
tured melodic flow that buoys even 
the most downcast tracks.

A BLESSING AND A CURSE | New 
West | According to the liner notes, 
these hard-living Southern rockers 
recorded most of their seventh al 
bum “within hours” of writing it in 
the studio. That could be taken as a 
casual boast that they're on a his 
torical roll — their hard-dying pre- 
cursors, Lynyrd Skynyrd, never 
made it past album six, and these 11 
tracks are as accomplished and im- 
passioned as any helping by either 
band. Then again, they may just be 
trying to elude the curse of fate that 
was obsessing Patterson Hood and 
company long before they located 
their muse in Skynyrd’s doom with 
2001's Southern Rock Opera.

They were a study in contrasts — in per 
sonal styles, in modes of masculinity, in 
American musical-comedy legacies. Fred 
Astaire was natural aristocrat, movie 
musicals’ closest equivalent Cary 
Crant, and the films that made him fa- 
mous, his magical collaborations with 
Rogers the 1930s, were mostly 
built on French-farce models — like the 
Gershwin stage musicals he'd performed 
with his sister Adele in the ‘20s, before 
she abandoned her career to marry an 
English lord. He was astonishingly lithe, 
perhaps the most graceful man who ever 
walked — let alone danced — across a 
movie set, and though he remains a peer- 
less romantic icon, he wore emotions 
lightly, with a trace of irony, even self- 
mockery. Compact Gene Kelly was a 
prole, an athlete, a two-fisted Irishman 
like Jimmy Cagney, and his style was 
rooted in vaudeville and the brash, crow- 
ing apple-pie musicals George Co- 
han. He could play sailors (which Astaire 
did only once, in Follow the Fleet) and heels 
(which Astaire never did successfully); 
the Broadway show that bought his ticket 
to Hollywood, Rodgers & Hart's Pal Joey, 
was the first musical comedy ever built 
around a 24-carat louse. He played more 
protagonists the movies, 
but they sometimes had an edge, 
ually frankly sexual (like the 
John played straight 
pictures), and they always wore their 
hearts on their sleeves. The most daring 
Astaire number may be the “anti-dance” 
performs with Rogers the climax 
the 1936 Swing Time, “Never Gonna Dance,” 
where they stylize romantic longing by 
pulling continually apart, fighting their 
bodies’ impulse cling together. For Kel- 
ly it’s the “Alter Ego” number in Cover Girl 
(1944), where, frustrated love, bat- 
tles his own demon (another Kelly) 
dark, deserted street until finally 
blows gasket and heaves garbage can 
through shop window. 
You can see them juxtaposed the 


Brattle Theatre's marvelous week-long se- 
ries “Shall We Dance?: Starring Fred As- 
taire & Gene Kelly,” which serves up a bak- 
er’s dozen of their movies. It includes 
three the Astaire-Rogers musicals, Swing 
Time (May 24), my personal favorite, and, 
double-billed on May 21, the ineffable Top 
Hat and the lesser-known Shall We Dance, 
with its towering Gershwin score. Kelly 
dances with Rita Hayworth in Cover Girl 
(May 23) and with the winningly bashful 
young Frank Sinatra — both men playing 
sailors — in On the Town and Anchors Aweigh 
(both May 20). Here are the three undis- 
puted MGM musical classics the early 
American in Paris (May 22), and the two 
hilarious Comden back- 
stage musicals, Singin’ in the Rain with Kelly 
movie star Hollywood weathering 
the transition from silents talkies, and 
The Band Wagon with Astaire as a movie 
star making a theatrical comeback in a 
musical version of Faust that threatens to 
be a turkey (both May 19). The series also 
features one the three films which 
Kelly partnered Judy Garland, The Pirate 
(May 22), and one of the two Astaire made 
with Bing Crosby, Holiday Inn (May 23) — 
beloved for Crosby’s debut rendition 
“White Christmas” but at its most dynam- 
ic in Astaire’s Fourth-of-July firecracker 
dance solo. And you can see Astaire danc- 
ing the ceiling the rather pallid Royal 
Wedding (May 24), though the highlight is- 
n't that gimmick-laden, widely antholo- 
gized clip but the number executes 
setting earlier the picture. 
These films include so many treats that 
it's impossible to list all of them, but here 
are few that are not famous as, say, 
the title number from Singin’ in the Rain or 
the “Cheek Cheek” pas deux from Top 
Hat (both of which have certainly earned 
their celebrity). In The Band Wagon, Astaire 
performs epic number Street 
arcade, “Shine on Your Shoes,” that cli- 
maxes soaring tap duet with the man 
who shines his shoes, LeRoy Daniels. Kelly 
and the French music-hall personality 
Georges Guétary playfully embody the con- 
trast the title phrase American Paris 
when they sing the Gershwins’ “ ’S Won- 
derful” together Paris boulevard, end- 
ing call and response they back 
away from each other, seemingly turning 
the whole city into concert hall. Both 
movies bear the stamp of their director, 
Vincente Minnelli, who had gift for

leavening musical-comedy silliness 

for whipping into soufflé. (Only the 
pretentious 20-minute ballet the final 
reel of An American in Paris, with its art- 
school emulations famous French can- 
vases, weighs it down.) Minnelli also 
directed The Pirate, which is based on an 
S.N. Behrman play and set, all places, 
Caribbean island. Al- 
though largely forgotten, it’s charming 
for Kelly and Garland’s banter, for the 
witty Cole Porter lyrics (which this case 
are superior to his music), for the “Be a 
Clown” number Kelly performs first with 
the gravity-defying Nicholas Brothers and 
then with Garland. 

I'm not a fan of Onthe Town, which 
mutes the spirit of the exuberant 1944 
stage show and eliminates all but two 
the Leonard Bernstein tunes, substituting 
generic ones served in-house 
staffers. But goes down easier than the 
two-hour-and-20-minute Anchors Aweigh, 
which features Kathryn Grayson’s insuf- 
ferable trilling, José soulless piano 
playing, and unfortunate (if famous) 
interlude where Kelly dances with cartoon 
characters. On the other hand, you 
miss Cover Girl. It’s far from per- 
fect; it has a couple of unfortunate flash- 
backs to Tony Pastor’s at the turn of the 
century, with Rita Hayworth playing her 
own grandmother, music-hall star. But 
Hayworth is immensely likable — not to 
mention stunningly beautiful and her 
relaxed, earthbound style suits Kelly far 
better than matched with Astaire 
the two movies they made together, 
Never Get Rich and You Were Never Lovelier. And 


despite its wobbly last act, which ends 
with overconceptualized ballet num- 
ber, Shall Dance lovely. Astaire and 
Rogers trade approaches he’s supposed 
to be from the world of classical ballet, 
she from musical comedy dance 
“They All Laughed” that begins parody 
and metamorphoses into blissful love 
play; later they perform roller skates 
“Let’s Call the Whole Thing Off.” And 
Astaire pays tribute the marvels 

the machine age “Slap That Bass,” 
which unfolds the engine room 
transatlantic ship. supporting 
cast includes Phil Silvers and Eve Arden; 
Shall Dance provides those essential 
second bananas the Astaire-Rogers 
canon, dithering Edward Everett Horton 
and the sublimely prissy Eric Blore 
miming outraged propriety. 

Astaire and Kelly met on camera only 
once, to perform “The Babbitt and the 
Bromide” in the 1946 Ziegfeld Follies, which 
finishes off the Brattle series May 25.

PREPARING FOR THE BOSTON THEATER MARATHON 


No sooner has the final runner staggered 
® past the Prudential than it’s time to gear 
up for another long-distance event: the 
Boston Theater Marathon, which takes place 
this Sunday. Now its eighth outing, this fes- 
tival of 10-minute plays features work by 51 
dramatists produced by 50 New England the- 
ater companies, with every state but Vermont 
represented. The vignettes come from novice 
sprinters as well as endurance champs Israel 
Horovitz, Robert Brustein, and Ed Bullins. 

At the starting line stands original 
Marathon artistic director Kate Snodgrass, 
who laughs lightly when asked whether gets 
any easier, then replies, “Not yet,” and adds 
that even in its early years producing the 
Marathon was a substantial undertaking. “We 
started with 40 theater companies and gained 
confidence, and that increased to 50.” This 
year's new participants include Alarm Clock 
Theatre, City Stage Company, Hovey Players, 
Turtle Lane Playhouse, Metro Stage Company, 
3 Monkeys Theatrical Productions, and Image 
Theatre Company. And Merrimack Repertory 
Theatre returns after a long absence. 

One veteran Marathon actor, Richard 
Snee, makes his playwriting debut with Black 
Irish, which will be presented by New Reper- 
tory Theatre. An encounter between a hu- 
man-resources director and a male job appli- 
cant, the play, he explains, finds the director 
telling the man that “she’s pleased he’s the 
first black woman to run the department, and 
he spends the play convincing her he’s not 
black, nor a woman.” 

Snee appears in Black Irish alongside his 
wife, noted actress Paula Plum; both have ap- 
peared in previous Marathons. “Several people 
describe doing the Marathon as being shot out 
of acannon,” he says. “Bang, you're there, and 
10 minutes later, you're done.” 

But it takes months to get there. This sea- 
son brought 300 entries read retinue 
of judges including Snodgrass, who reads

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everything. Some writers are exempted from 
the audition process, among them Horovitz, 
Brustein, Bullins, and, this year, Kirsten 
Greenidge. 

The 2006 roster offers a backyard sink- 
hole, a zombie in the basement, and a 10- 
minute opera. But Snodgrass finds that some 
years offer inadvertent themes. “One year, 
there were several plays about trees, or char- 
acters on top of a cliff — obvious kinds of exer- 
cises that might have been assigned in a 
class.” Plays that rely on elaborate sets or that 
“move back and forth in time and space or 
have too much of a set,” she adds, usually 
don't make the cut. “A 10-minute play is really 
a beautiful little haiku. It should have one 
movement, one change, and then it’s over. It’s 
like a poem, and you want to have one thing 
to say and say it as succinctly as possible.”

Restrained playfulness and certain decora- 
tive sensibility are the outstanding attributes 
of this year’s DeCordova Annual Exhibition, 
event that began life years ago show- 
case the work of New England artists at vari- 
ous stages their careers.

A dark bor- 
der hundreds quasi-circular forms (wa 
tercolor on paper) limn the three amcebae- 
shaped units; within each border, two rows 
of thousands of mica chips encircle a vast ex- 
panse small, found objects wasps’ 
nests, leaves, berries, scraps of rope and met 
al, seed pods, tassels. And each those 
found objects is outlit red by what amount to 
tens of thousar ore mica chips.-From a 
distance, Simms's installations look like 
magical shields, ephemeral tapestries that 
might have demanded the same amount of 
painstaking effort assemble anything 
hanging in the Cloisters. 

Cregory Miguel stately and

Absurdistan, amplified Slavomerican 
mash-up novel, begs for hyperbolic 
descriptive sentence express its catch- 
all style. “As Woody Allen and Nikolai 
Gogol’s love child had written Confedera- 
cy of Dunces for the new millennium!” Or 
some such thing. Certainly Shteyngart 
(an American born in Leningrad in 1972, 
hit big with his debut, The Russian 
Handbook) has variously called 
upon, pillaged, mocked, paid homage 
all his influences construct the epic 
story the epically obese Misha Vain- 
berg. Dostoyevskian holy fool, 
ineffective Oblomov, a Tolstoyan do- 
gooder who caught severe case saty- 
riasis from Philip Roth. All this and 325 
pounds more. 

Banished from his beloved adopted 
home New York, blacklisted the 
INS after his father kills influential 
Oklahoma nutria farmer, the hugely fat, 
reluctantly Jewish Misha stranded 
St. Leninsburg the former CCCP. 
living the high life New Russian Capi- 
talism, as the son of the 1238th-richest 
man Russia, gorging sturgeon, 
drinking himself into stupor, and 
shouting into his Nokia mobilnik but 
yearning for the squalor the South 
Bronx and his beloved Rouenna, “my 
big-boned precious, giant multicul- 
tural swallow.” 

Misha feels deep connection 
American urban culture. His Russian 
mobster father is, after all, original 
gangsta, and the Vainbergs, like all 
Jews, are fundamentally ghetto. The op- 
pression African-Americans famil- 
iar to Misha, their circumstances 
“blighted, equivocal, and downright So- 
viet.” Or as Rouenna explains it, “all of 
you Russians are just a bunch of 
niggaz. . . . your men don’t got no jobs, 
everyone’s always doing drive-bys.. 
the childrens got asthma, and live 
public housing.” Misha expresses his 
love rapping (badly) and sporting vin- 
tage Puma tracksuits. 

When Misha’s Beloved Papa offed 
the Palace Bridge, revenge killing, 
sends his son spiraling into mad despair. 
All the Ativan, Johnny Walker Black, and 
sturgeon kebabs Russia cannot help 
him. must get back New York. Like 
all good Russian heroes crisis, 
heads for the Caucasus, the republic 
Absurdistan, where corrupt diplo- 
mat has arranged counterfeit passport, 


his ticket back gangsta Paradise. 

staged civil war between the indigenous 
Sevos and Svanis, collusion with the bad 
guys Halliburton and Bechtel. The 
conflict meant attract some attention 
(and income) the obscure republic. The 
Absurdistanis want Misha entice Israel 
give them money. plot hatched make 
the tiny country the ultimate J-Date desti- 
nation frequent mention the Holo- 
caust “brand” its travel literature. This 
induce Jews mate and perpetuate, 
ensuring steady tourist income. Instead, 
the war rages out of control, Absurdistan 
implodes, and Misha must find a way to 
save himself and get back Rouenna. 

Shteyngart one the funniest, 
smartest writers out there. His satire is 
brilliant, bit mean-spirited. spares 
no one, not even himself. Absurdistan is 
haunted doppelganger Shteyngart’s 
successful self, “Jerry Steynfarb,” a 
pompous, trend-riding literary darling 
who steals Rouenna away from Misha, on- 
dump her after knocks her up. 

Misha Vainberg mass Russian, 
Jewish, and American idiosyncratic arche- 
types. turns acts out the doomed and 
drunken sentimental slobbery the Slav. 
Sometimes the analyst-dependent, perpet- 
ually persecuted, mama’s-boy Jew, muti- 
lated spiritually and physically botched 
late-term circumcision 18) his 
brethren. Sometimes the optimistic, insa- 
tiable American consumer, emblemized by 
his girth. Shteyngart has made him pica- 
resque and preachy, glutton with heart

ance is all about direction. The 
kind that’s most palpable is 
what you see on the dancers’ 
bodies: high-flying leaps, six 
o'clock penchées, 90-degree 
tours a la seconde, turns that hurtle 
everybody off stage. But a dancework al- 
has its direction: some whip you from 
side side, some rise into the strato- 
sphere, some stomp the ground. Cre- 
ated just a dozen years apart, Bronislava 
Nijinska’s Les Noces and George Balan- 
chine’s Serenade are polar opposites. Les 
Noces, with its Igor Stravinsky score, is 
all earth, a ceremony/cycle of copulation 
and reproduction, birth and death, as 
brown as its village women’s jumper 
dresses. Serenade, to Tchaikovsky's Sere- 
nade for Strings, all air, its romantic at- 
tachments evanescent, its ambiance as 
filmy blue as its tulle skirts. These touch- 
stones of 20th-century dance anchored 
Boston final two presentations 
the 2006-2007 season, Les Noces on an 
“Evening of Russian Ballet” program 
with the “classic” section the third act 
of Raymonda and a quintet of party pieces, 
Serenade coupled with the world premiere 
of Finnish choreographer Jorma Elo’s Car- 
men for a program that will continue at 
the Wang Theatre through this Sunday. 
Le Sacre du Printemps aside, dance hadn't 
seen anything like Les Noces before 1923 and 
hasn't seen much like since. The pound- 
ing score, for vocal soloists, a chorus, four 
pianos, and percussion, is ritual as rhythm; 
the folk-like texts are nuptials nursery 
rhyme. Bride and groom are from different 
villages and are meeting for the first time. 
the first tableau, the Bride and her 
Bridesmaids sing her long braided tress- 
es, symbol of her virginity, which she’s 
about to sacrifice as she leaves the security 
childhood. The text, any language 
(here it’s sung in English), is scarcely intel- 
ligible, but the twin braids 
Nijinska’s staging make the point visual; 
it’s wonder the Bridesmaids don’t use 
them for jump ropes. It’s all hair the 
side well, the Virgin Mary 
being implored come and comb his fair 
locks. The good wishes the chorus repre- 
senting both villages mitigate the uncer- 
tainty the couple’s new life, but you 
don’t hear that the music, and you don’t 
see it on stage. Nijinska fractionates her 
dancers she were Picasso his Cubist 
period, and they move like marionettes,

subject to a higher, or a chthonic, power. 

Karine Seneca’s Bride caught both 
travinsky’s depersonalization and Nijin- 
ka’s displacement, particularly in the 
first-tableau section where, crouching in 
profile, the Bride has to raise and lower 
herself like elevator Seneca hit every 
floor, with no stops in between. Tai 
Jimenez was a softer, almost Appalachian 
Spring-like Bride, registering degree 
apprehension and hope, her elevator slid- 
ing bit what could seen less 
appropriate interpretation just al- 
ternative one. They were matched by 
their Bridegrooms, Roman Rykine for 
Seneca, Pavel Gurevich for Jimenez. In 
the final tableau, the wedding feast, his 
best friend and her best friend likely 
the next to be married off — have brief 
solos; Mindaugas Bauzys, who’s from 
Lithuania, not far from where Stravinsky 
was born, strutted his quirky, folky stuff 
the music had been written for him.

Balanchine set 
his School American Ballet 1934, 
the first three movements Pezzo for- 
ma di sonatina, Valse, Elegia — of 
Tchaikovsky’s score, using whatever 
dancers showed for each day’s rehears- 
al. didn’t add the “Tema russo” Finale 
until 1940, and then he inserted it as the 
third section the ballet, whose four 
movements are called Sonatina, Waltz, 
Tema Russo, and Elegy. The original Sere- 
nade had solo parts; Karinska’s blue- 
white tulle skirts didn’t arrive till 1952; 
and it wasn’t till 1977 that the three fe- 
male principals the Waltz Girl, the 
Russian Girl, and the Elegy Angel let 
down their hair the Elegy, much Ar- 
lene Croce’s displeasure.

Eight women from the en- 
semble appear and are partnered four 
men: never enough men, the right 
man. When the solo group return, the 
Russian Girl absent; like the Waltz Boy, 
she’s never seen again. The Elegy Man 
lays the Waltz Girl down her fallen-to- 
the-floor position; the Angel shields his 
eyes as before, and they continue on, 
moving off stage. The Waltz Girl rises 
comforted women from the corps 
and raised aloft three men, sailing ex- 
alted into the light. 

Like Les Noces, Serenade sobering 
reflection romantic love, and its stars

her, too. She fixed her gaze on him; he 
avoided eye contact but incorporated her 
physicality, balancing and draping around 
the chair with her. Perhaps they were com- 
peting for territory, but the desire for pos- 
session turned into erotic game. Noth- 
ing was going stop her from winning, 
and after a brief retreat, she came back and 
dragged him off. 

Bluth’s dance placed the utmost 
confidence in the dancers’ ability to hold 
our attention, create movement 
tives. Lorraine high-context 
piece for seven women seemed assume 
we'd be interested only if they undercut 
their movement material the act per- 
forming it.

Russell Sherman, the Cantata Singers’ 
Belshazzar, and Dmitri Hvorostovsky

he classical-music season is 
winding up without winding 
down. So many notable events 

have been taking place, you'd 

think we had months to go be- 
fore summer-festival time. Pianist Russell 
Sherman's complete Mozart sonata series 
at Emmanuel Church, for example, was 
intended, he said, “not to define Mozart, 
but to see the splendors of his universe.” 
Splendors abounded the last concert 
maybe my favorite of the ones I attended. 
Sherman began and ended with sonatas 
major the brilliant and sophisticat- 
ed K.330 (Mozart at 22) and the famous 
“musical snuff box,” K.545 (Mozart at 32 — 
already a late work), of which Emmanuel 
Music director Craig Smith wrote, “You 
have to be very young, or old and wise to 
bring off.” forward-leaning 
asymmetrical phrasing, even in this most 
symmetrical of sonatas; the way Mozart’s 
decorative effects always spin out of, and 
return to, the musical line; the exposure 
of shadowy inner harmonies — all these 
were present in the most exploratory and 
compelling version of this “simple” sonata 
I've ever heard. 

Sherman was joined by some of Em- 
manuel’s most remarkable alums Peg- 
gy Pearson (oboe), Bruce Creditor (clar- 
inet), Neil DeLand (horn), and Thomas 
Stephenson (bassoon) for Mozart’s 
flat Quintet for Piano and Winds (K. 482), 
work that, its overlapping individ- 
ual voices and timbres, reminds me of the 
heartbreaking operatic ensembles 
nozze Figaro and tutte, the exqui- 
site elegance Mozart’s serenades, and 
the deep poignance of his most serious 
chamber music. 

The evening anc the series ended 
with Sherman's only encore (he called it 
an “anti-encore”): Ferruccio Busoni’s tran- 
scription the stormy, melancholy An- 
dantino Mozart’s first great piano con- 
certo, No. E-flat, K.271, which the 
great master dedicated his student 
Eduard Steuermann, Russell Sherman’s 
great teacher. 

Several the players the quintet 
were the Cantata Singers orchestra 
for ambitious season closer, Handel’s 
Belshazzar Cinemascopic oratorio deal- 
ing with the fall Baghdad, capital 
ancient empire devoured its own cor- 


ruption, and a foolish ruler who confuses 
religion with morality. David Hoose and 
the Cantata Singers did it 17 years ago, but 
this time the political implications were 
even more immediate and inescapable. 
Hoose led it, the orchestra played it, and 
the astonishing chorus sang it, vividly 
distinguishing among frivolous Babyloni- 
ans (“ ‘tis religion to be drunk”), heroic 
Persians, and lamenting captive Hebrews, 
with seething conviction. 

Tenor William Hite, in firm, ringing 
voice, was the spoiled, self-absorbed rich- 
boy ruler Belshazzar. Countertenor Jeffrey 
Gall, his wise and cagy adversary, the Per- 
sian king Cyrus, sounded every bit 
heroic and brilliant did when 
sang the same role with Hoose in 1989, or 
seven years earlier than that with Donald 
Teeters and the Boston Cecilia. Soprano 
Karyl Ryczek, a Cantata Singers stalwart 
who sounded better than ever as Mary 
Magdalene in John Harbison’s But Mary 
Stood, continued impressively Nitocris, 
despairing mother, who 
opens the oratorio with librettist Charles 
prescient monologue about the 
inevitable cycles empire full 
maturity, it grasps/At all within its 
reach, o’erleaps all bounds,/Robs, rav- 
ages, and wasts the frighted world./At 
length grown old and bulk 
enormous”). Ryczek could afford adda 
few more consonants her repertoire. 
Baritone David Kravitz first overplayed 
the role of Cyrus’s collaborator Gobryas, 
but eventually settled his increasingly 
large voice into his customary refinement 
and eloquence. 

Mezzo-soprano Pamela Dellal was 
Daniel, the voice spiritual authority. 
was striking gesture have her remain 
seated central platform rather than 
entering and leaving with the other 
soloists. the epicenter this more 
than three-hour work, Daniel deciphers 
for the terrified Belshazzar the “Mene, 
mene, tekel, upharsin” handwriting 
the wall. It’s one Handel’s greatest se- 
quences, and Dellal, with mysterious stac- 
cato strings depicting the actual writing 
hand, rose gloriously the occasion.

Esteemed Handel scholar Ellen Harris was 
the audience. Peter Sellars’s earliest ma- 
jor professional productions were Handel 
in Boston; his 1981 Saul, with Craig Smith 
leading the Cantata Singers, remains 
milestone and touchstone. Belshazzar 
was significant cultural event this 
city. It’s bewildering and depressing that 
the crowd cheering Jordan Hall was 
sparse. What’s happened us? 

On the other hand, glamorous Russian 
baritone and Metropolitan Opera star 
Dmitri Hvorostovsky filled Jordan Hall for 
Bank America Celebrity Series recital 
with Estonian pianist Ivari lot 
Russian speakers were evidence 
maybe including number newcomers 
classical concerts. Hvorostovsky didn’t 
seem mind the applause after each 
song, applause that interrupted the sets 
he’d carefully organized and, worse, the 
dramatic continuity between the parts 
Mussorgsky’s Songs and Dances Death. 
(Some misplaced applause even preceded 
and wrecked the climax one 
song.) simple finger his lips might 
have prevented the inopportune out- 
bursts, but maybe this 44-year-old mati- 
nee idol with killer smile didn’t want 
inhibit his adulators. 

Hvorostovsky presented unusually 
serious program for opera star: five 
Tchaikovsky songs, the Mussorgsky cycle, 
set elegant chansons Henri Du- 
parc, and finally group Rachmaninov 
songs. The first Tchaikovsky sounded 
strained and throaty, but the problem 
quickly vanished. The refined and beauti- 
ful tone displayed when Bostonians 
first heard him here Tchaikovsky’s 
Queen Spades, with the BSO under Seiji 
Ozawa 15 years ago, is still treasurable. He 
also thinks about what sings. His 


phrasing was convincing despite the 
clunky, unatmospheric playing and 
square phrasing his accompanist. 

But recitalist also has some lim- 
itations. rarely changes the color his 
voice his volume, though it’s magical 
when does, his long-held half-voice 
high note the end Rachmaninov’s “In 
the Silence of the Mysterious Night” 
proved. His French unconvincing and 
never insinuating. can good actor. 
the Mussorgsky, made distinctions 
between the voice the narrator and the 
alternately seductive and commanding 
voice Death. And yet always seemed 
acting, playing out the audience. 
When the great Galina Vishnevskaya sang 
this cycle for the Celebrity Series Sym- 
phony Hall decades ago, she also projected 
different voices, yet every word she ut- 
tered seemed made not for theatrical 
effect but from the depths her very be- 
ing. She became Death. And her accompa- 
nist, superstar Russian cellist Mstislav 
Rostropovich less celebrated but not 
less accomplished role, never took his 
eyes off her. 

Hvorostovsky’s best performances came 
his three encores: lago’s fiendish “Cre- 
do” from Otello (chilling except for 
the ruinously hammy cackle the very 
end); “Parlami d’amore,” impassioned 
Italian love song that would have fit 
right alongside the Three Tenors (his Ital- 
ian lot better than his French); and 
best all, extraordinary Russian folk 
song (“Nochenka”: “Little Night”) sang 
without accompaniment, almost without 
moving, that seemed pour from his 
soul. was unaffected and moving, 
left wondering why didn’t sing 
anything else everything else with 
such total and thrilling conviction.

ate” such harsh word. really prac- 


ticing passing down our offspring anyway, and 
Lord knows this cruel world doesn’t need any 
preaching animosity toward any God’s creatures. 


Like not, though, hating the Yankees 
has become time-tested avocation. You 
certainly have Red Sox fan 
despise the Pinstripers; heck, Mets fans 
have been doing for decades, and New 
York Giants and Brooklyn Dodgers fans 
engaged long before them. 

But the Yankees are polarizing team; 
you either love ‘em you hate ‘em, 
and there’s rarely any in-between. 
sure, there’s often certain amount 
begrudging respect blended with 
non-Yankee fans’ venom, but usually 
not enough convince them that the 
New York professional baseball club 
organization worth rooting for. 


Yankee fans are everywhere, but 
the grand scheme things, 
significantly outnumbered 
who hold George team 
contempt.

And while there certainly are plenty 
folks out there who could tell thing 
two about why the Red Sox are worthy 
loathing, that kind advice isn’t usually 
welcomed this town, and certainly not 
appropriate for newspaper supplement 
this nature. The Red Sox probably 
have enough faults that are worthy 
publication, but putting them down print 
necessarily guarantee healthy 
readership not around here, anyway. 

let's focus the Yankees. there 
reasonable justification for this 
being roundly hated? their roster 
littered with despicable characters that 
the whole organization deserving 
condemnation and scorn?

No, wasn’t ejected from the park 
even penalized for giving the Yanks 
undeserved homer; instead, was sitting 
the box seats Yankee owner 
George Steinbrenner for Game Two! 

Announcers. Fame broadcaster 
Mel Allen became folksy icon his later 
years when his trademark “How about 
that?” became staple the syndicated 
weekly baseball-highlight show, This Week 
Baseball. However, during his 25-year 
broadcasting career the play-by-play 
radio announcer for the Yankees, there was 
broadcaster more despised “homer” 
anti-Yankee listeners than Allen. From 
1939-1964, the Yankees apparently could 
and every mistake that happened 
the field was given appropriate 
“excuse” the legendary announcer. That 
brand biased broadcast journalism was 
subsequently inherited former Yankee 
shortstop Phil Rizzuto, who broadcast his 
former contests for years upon 
his retirement from the game, injecting the 
all-too-frequent “Holy Cow” (supposedly 
“borrowed” from fellow broadcaster Harry 
Caray) into nearly every play call. Today, 
Yankee fans (and anti-Yankee fans) the 
team-owned YES network have put 
with the derisive and annoying “See ya” 
from play-by-play man Michael Kay during 
every Yankee home run call, and endure 
radio voice John ridiculous game- 
ending bellow, “Yankees win! Tha-a-a-a-a- 
a-a Yankees win!” 

The Owner. Surprisingly, even lot 
Yankee fans hate the Boss, even though 
pockets have made 
the team's fans the seemingly-entitled 
rooters that they have become the 
last few decades. George Steinbrenner 
convicted felon (for conspiracy 
count for making illegal contributions 
Richard presidential campaign), 
and yet still managed hold 
the team’s reins since 1973, when and 
group partners bought the Yankees 
from CBS for paltry $10 million. The team 
estimated worth more than 
billion dollars today. Steinbrenner also was 
caught paying known gambler $40,000

Yanks’ star Dave Winfield), alienated team 
legends Joe DiMaggio and Yogi Berra, 
and continually embraced the likes 
tempestuous manager Billy Martin while 
making life impossible for esteemed bench 
coaches Mel Stottlemyre and Don Zimmer 
current skipper Joe Torre’s tenure. 
Steinbrenner has completely changed the 
game during his tenure the 
pal owner the team (see “Fair Game? 

page 6), and one could reasonably argue 
that that’s not necessarily good thing for 
players and fans alike. While Steinbrenner 
not averse lampooning himself, 
did allowing pompous caricature 
himself become recurring character 
Seinfeld, also one the most 
outspoken and cruel team owners the 
game, and not above bad-mouthing his 
GM, managers, and players feels that 
the team not performing his strict 
standards. Sure, he’s all about winning, but 
this kind abrasive management style 
the blueprint for corporate American sports 
these days, then has most definitely 
given winning bad name. 

The current cast characters. Yankee 
haters can probably find something bad 
say about nearly every member 
the Yankees’ roster. Some the team’s 
members are more deserving derision 
than others, but some them really are 
unlikeable, least display undesirable 
traits. The Yankees generated the most 
disdain during two key periods their 
recent history: the late when the

Those two eras 
Yankee dominance were distinctive the 
makeup the clubs: the bunch had 
free-flowing hair, beards, and goatees, 
and enough perceived villains fill out 
entire season 24. Jackson, Gossage, 
Lyle, Bucky Dent, Munson, Graig Nettles, 
Chris Chambliss, Mickey Rivers, all 
established personas that grated 
non-Yankee fans. They were even easier 
hate when they rung those World 
Series titles 1997 and 1978 the first 
championships won under 
ownership, and the first Yankee squads 
win all since Yogi, the Mick, and 
Nhitey (Ford, not Bulger) last turned the 
trick 1962. 

After the 18-year title drought that 
actually had some people (almost) 
feeling sorry for the team’s fall from grace 
(see “The Zoo Revisited,” page 13) the 
1996 edition the Bronx Bombers and its 
successors revitalized the Yankee- 
hating movement.

They thoroughly 

resent any time someone 
brings the accusation that their 
favorite team annually trying 
“buy” aworld championship. Since 
1998, the Yankees have indeed 
had the highest payroll any 
team Major League Baseball, 
and they’ve managed win four 
world championships during that 
time. One could, then, postulate 
that the best-paid team ultimately 
became the best team the field 
1996, 1998, 1999, and 2000. 


What about all those other years? 
We'll get that. 

the meantime, let’s get down those 
Pinstriper fans’ concerns. Their primary 
point paramount: there salary cap 
rules going on. The fact that any the 
other MLB teams could exactly the 
same thing spend more than the 
Yankees annually do. The fact that those 
the underlying reason why such animosity 
has been directed toward Boss George 
free-spending ways. 

The Yankees have indeed made their 
organization very appealing place for 
major-leaguer want ply his trade, 
although there bit chicken-and- 
question going here: New York 
great place play because it’s great 
team and comfortable environment, 
has Yankee Stadium become appealing 
spot because all the best players there 
because the team can offer its players more 
money than practically anywhere else? 
the latter the case, then it’s wonder 
why the franchise can offer such luxuries 
All-Stars and potential Hall-of-Famers 
manning nearly every position. 

Why don’t other teams spend much 
the Yankees? Some do, but even the 
second- (Boston, $120.09 million), 
(the Angels, $103.47 million), and 
fourth-place (the defending champion 
White Sox) teams term 2006 payrolls 
are still well over $70 million shy the 
$194.66 million that the Yankees are 
paying their roster this season. After all, 
the differential between number-one 
and number-two the list nearly $75 
million itself more than teams are 
paying their entire teams this season. 

Now we'll the first admit that the 
Marlins, who were World Series champions 
just two-and-a-half years ago, should not 
have their roster this past off- 
season, whittling their payroll down 
paltry $15 million the process. And the 
other Florida franchise, the Devil Rays, 
should collecting huge revenue-

And for alot folks, tough 
remember time when the Bombers 
weren't perennially competitive. But settle 
in, children, and I'll tell you tale: for there 
was such time that considered the 
“dark period” for New York Yankees fans 
certain generation, when the team 
was not annual playoff contender and 
Fall Classic aspirant. There was actually 
period before Joe Torre and Derek Jeter and 
Mariano Rivera when the Yankees really did, 
well, you know, s--k. They were ordinary 
worse and annually were buried the 
American League standings, and even 
though the same blusterous man oversaw 
the operation George Steinbrenner 
and they had highest payroll, 
just matter. The Yankees, between 
the pennant-winning year 1981 and 
the title year 1996, actually did not win 
one pennant nor even divisional crown 
during that entire 15-year period, and 
instead were chronic underachievers and 
oftentimes the butt jokes throughout 
the land. Yes, kids, those were the days. 


For Red Sox fans, those are known 
the golden years the two teams’ ancient 
rivalry. The Sox world-beaters 
themselves during that stretch, but they 
did capture the pennant 1986 and 
divisional honors 1988 and 1990. 

But not talking about Boston right 
here and right now; looking the 
team that won back-to-back world titles 
1977 and 1978 and collected additional 
1996, and 2000. But not 
only did the Pinstripers have title drought 
throughout the ‘80s and early they 
were the crown princes foolishness, and 
even the polish and class that the current 
edition often exudes still has difficult 
time overshadowing some the exploits 
that made the Yankees the laughingstocks 
the majors way back when. 

Given some the lunk-headed moves 
that the Yankees made then, difficult 
believe that George Costanza was 
not part the organization, given the 
franchise’s front-office ineptitude. The 
team was still its old tricks even 
those days regarding free agency, and 
organization was more free-wheeling 
with its checkbook offering big-money 
contracts available players. Sure, the 
Yanks did harvest some home-grown 
talent, including the likes Ron Guidry, 
Don Mattingly, and Mike Pagliarulo, but 
the majority the top-flight players that 
littered the roster during those years were 
signed free agents. The list remarkably 
impressive, but like now, only one major- 
league team back then was able afford 
the bidding wars for these marquee 
players’ talents: Dave Winfield. Reggie 
Jackson. Catfish Hunter. Don Gullett. 
Goose Gossage. Tommy John. Luis Tiant. 
Ken Griffey. Rickey Henderson. Don Baylor. 
Steve Kemp. Jack Clark. Bert Camperneris. 
Danny Tartabull. And on. 

Some those players produced, 
but many did not, and though this era 
confirms defensive Yankee fans’ theory 
that just spending the most money 
does not guarantee title the sub-par 
performances turned the team’s 
big-money players were not the primary 
reasons for the Yankees’ being the 
object ridicule. 

For that, one had the managerial 
merry-go-round that began earnest 
1978 the last title before the 
onset the 18-year drought. that 
particular season, the Yankees employed 
three managers during the course the 
year, with (remember this name) Billy 
Martin getting the axe late July despite 
52-42 record and defending world 
champion the field. (Martin had called 
Jackson and Steinbrenner the 
days leading his dismissal, exit 
which was termed “resignation for health 
reasons.”) Interim manager Dick Howser 
lost but following tenure 
before too was shuttled, and recently- 
fired White Sox manager Bob Lemon 
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was brought right the ship. Yet 
strange turn events which provided the 
harbinger madcap things come, the 
Yankees Old-Timers’ Day (just four days 
after Lemon’s arrival) announced the 
centerfield scoreboard during pre-game 
ceremonies that Martin would return 
manage the team 1980 nearly two 
years down the road. 

Most New Englanders know how the 
season ended for both the Sox and Yanks, 
but Martin have wait until the 
spring because was brought back 
when the Yankees fired Lemon who had 
led the Pinstripers 
18, 1979, despite 
34-30 record. 

But not even 
close the end 
this bizarre fable, 
folks. For after New 
York endured the 
death catcher 
Thurman Munson, 
with 
fourth-place finish 
Martin was 
Howser 1980 after 
the fiery Martin got himself embroiled 
hotel confrontation with 
salesman. Howser guided 103- 
record and another East title 1980, 
but shades Grady Little, the Yanks were 
swept soon-to-be-champion Kansas 
City the ALCS, and Howser was sent 
premature “retirement” Steinbrenner 
Co. His replacement? Nope, not who you 
think least not yet but instead, 
was former Yanks infielder Gene Michael. 
Michael led the squad impressive 34- 
record out the gate 1981, but when 
the players’ strike split the season into 
two halves, New second-half record 
under Michael 14-12 route 25-26 
mark wasn't quite snuff for you- 
know-who, the former shortstop was 
dismissed. Back the was Lemon, 
and though the Hall-of-Famer led the 
squad back the World Series, the Yanks’ 
six-game loss the Dodgers made the 
two-time skipper failure the 
eyes (and also resulted 
outlandish “apology” Yankee fans, 
which was also veiled criticism free- 
agent signee Winfield’s 1-for-22 output 
the Series). Little did the team know 
the time that returning 
the Fall Classic for another seasons, 
even though the off-field hijinks would 
continue, much the delight Yankee 
haters everywhere. 

When squad got off 6-8 
start off went the skipper into the 
sunset and who should come riding but 
nope, wait for it! Gene Michael again. 
Alas, the Yanks finished fifth place, just 
game out the cellar, and Stick was 
replaced favor Clyde King midway 
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through the campaign when the team was 
44-42 (and ultimately closed out the 
season 79-83). 

Are you sure getting all this? All 
these shenanigans happened the five 
years after New title, but the 
just beginning. 

Not surprisingly, Martin was brought 
for his third tour duty January 
1983, and the rowdy term that 
summer was marred three-game 
suspension for kicking dirt ump, 
plus another two-game benching for 
calling one the men blue stone liar.” 
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and when Martin was indeed brought 
back for fifth (and, hallelujah, final) time 
1988, fans the sport could only shake 
their heads the mindless machinations 
King George, the Yanks’ principal owner. 
And when Martin was fired for the last 
time June (even though the team was 
40-28), was based more his pattern 
questionable behavior than his record 
the field. Thankfully, that would 
the end the professional career Billy 
Martin, though his ultimate end would 
come Christmas Day year later not 
surprisingly, drunk-driving accident.

nary band’s members, and — most impor- 
tant — a celebrity DJ with the skills to 
match his renown. And you thought 
Prodigy were a cartoon. 

With Gorillaz, Albarn’s touched a cul- 
tural nerve by placing all the electronic 
trappings of Dj culture and dance-club aes- 
thetics the context fake pop band 
who make real music. For the first album, 
a 2001 homonymous caper on Virgin, Dan 
the Automator was the behind-the-scenes 
star, while Albarn, Kid Koala, Del tha Fun- 
kee Homosapien, and Cibo Matto’s Miho 
Hatori, among others, collaborated on a 
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cut-and-paste collection songs that 
found common ground for hip-hop beats, 
rockist guitars, pop piano lines, and even 
little detour into Cuban son courtesy 
cameo the Buena Vista Social Club’s 
Ibrahim Ferrer. 

Even matching the party vibe the 
first album’s pan-cultural playground 
would have been accomplishment. But, 
bringing aboard mash-up master 
Danger Mouse for Demon Days (Virgin), Al- 
barn one-upped himself. The cast cameo 
characters is every bit as diverse: De La 
Soul, Roots Manuva, Martina Topley-Bird, 
Happy Monday frontman Shaun Ryder, 
and even Dennis Hopper. But the real key 
Gorillaz’ success the ease with which 
Albarn and company resurrect electronica 
stripped its rave baggage, ready for 
prime-time play universal pop music, 
devoid cultural and geographic bound- 
aries. Albarn has placed himself the 
forefront trend that erases borders be- 
tween cultures and countries, styles and 
styluses, new waves and old schools. Elec- 
tronica may not have exploded in the US as 
it did in the UK, but 10 years later DJs are 
celebrities in America as well as the rest of 
the world, neo-new wave has embraced 
the cut-and-paste aesthetic the remix, 
and dance grooves cut across every seg- 
ment of the pop world, from the Clap Your 
Hands indie underground mainstream 
American idols. 

It’s interesting that, at the same time, 
almost reaction against the cartoon 
characters Gorillaz hide behind, indie rock 
has shed irony in favor of the earnest 
singer-songwriter, typified by Death Cab 
for Cutie frontman Ben Gibbard. That 
Plans, the willfully drab Seattle foursome’s 
major-label debut on Atlantic, beat out the 
likes of the White Stripes, Gorillaz, and 
even hip-hop superstar Kanye West for 
Best Album surprise. It’s worth 
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noting that Gibbard himself has toyed 
with electronica in his other band, the 
Postal Service. And, since Plans seemed like 
bit letdown after the more majestic 
Transatlanticism, I’m inclined to believe that 
Death Cab’s triumph more the result 
cumulative groundswell appreciation 
than genuine, all-consuming belief that 
Plans great album. 

Then again, Gibbard didn’t even come 
close challenging Beck category 
seemed well-suited win: Best Male Vo- 
calist. But, this was the year that Beck re- 
turned his corner the very same pan- 
cultural playground Gorillaz call home, 
not just with the Dust 
Guero (Interscope), which took Beck on a 
tour the multilingual he’s always 
been a part of, but with Guerolito, an album 
of remixes by Diplo, E-Pro, and other ris- 
ing stars the underworld. 

This could have been even bigger 
year for Beck not for the strange emer- 
gence hardcore Hasidic hip-hopped 
dude named Cultural 
clash? You betcha. It’s almost impossible 
account for Matisyahu’s unprecedented 
success because his popularity can’t 
chalked mere novelty, least not 
anymore. may just dealing with 
song, “King Without a Crown,” that’s as 
what the guy’s singing about. So, we’ll 
have wait and see what happens next 
year before know whether Matisyahu’s 
just out-of-the-blue one-hit wonder 
not. There’s question that his hit 
earned him the divine right our 
Breakthrough Act the year. 

Getting back indie rock, it’s 
new place much more commercially 
viable subculture than ever before, thanks 
large part those essential mixes The 
keeps churning out. Indie used mean 
lot records.” That’s not true anymore. 
Indie rock has become haven for singer- 
songwriters, wearing hearts on sleeves, 
searching souls for deeper truths con- 
cert with enablers who may just provide 
modest guitar/bass/drum accompani- 
ment, create full-on orchestral back- 
drop. The Arcade Fire fit that mold well 
enough, even if an air of cryptic secrecy 
still surrounds much what gets called 
“indie.” But being small label doesn’t 
mean you can’t move units or play big 
rooms anymore. So, what’s the real differ- 
ence between a Belle & Sebastian and a 
Fiona Apple? 

Not much beyond the mythical intrigue 
that comes with being a major-label artist. 
Apple played that for all was worth with 
Extraordinary Machine (Epic), an album that 
needed to be extraordinary to save her ca- 
reer. And Apple made sure of that by 
spreading confusing rumors about her la- 
bel’s intentions until fans petitioned Epic 
release it, more con- 
troversy than our hip-hop hero the year, 
Kanye West, generated with his remarks 
about racism. Now he’s got our 
singer-songwriter the year, Neil Young, 
his side with Bush-bashing album ti- 
Living with War (Reprise). Hopefully, 
this time next year, there will lot 
more that around our poll. 
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mmm «(or the past three years, the only 


the Best Music Poll has been 
whether the Dresden Dolls 
the Dropkick Murphys would 


win more categories. And you can frame 
that as a turf struggle of sorts, since those 
are the flagship bands two local fac- 
tions: the Dropkicks for the jocks and row- 
dies; the Dresdens for the artistic types. 
This year, however, there’s struggle 
and no problem: both factions can coexist 
comfortably; the city will take its refined 
kicks along with its cheap thrills. 

Both bands continue to dominate the 
poll after what was, let’s face it, a fairly 
stable year for local music. This year we’ve 
bumped the Dropkicks the national 
category (where they won as Best Punk 
Band), and from the looks of things, we’ll 
have to do the same for the Dolls next year; 
since the two bands respectively sold out 
three nights Avalon and one the Or- 
pheum. Not only are both bands represent- 
here, their progeny are well: Best 
Song winners the Street Dogs (original 
Dropkicks singer Mike McColgan’s current 
band) are arguably closer the spirit 
the original Dropkicks than the current, 
jock-friendly version. Certainly, the win- 
ning “In Defense Dorchester” could have 
fit the first two Dropkicks albums 
you’d thrown some bagpipes it. 

Humanwine are the most visible de- 
scendants of the Dresden Dolls, most re- 
cently opening the Dolls’ Orpheum show 
with Amanda Palmer and Brian Viglione 
both making cameos during their set. 
the surface, the two bands have a lot in 
common — visual, theatrical, cabaret- 
tinged but Humanwine are really doing 
something quite different, more haunting 
and eclectic with less rock base. The 
small and striking singer Holly Brewer 
looks like star waiting happen, partic- 
ularly after the chilling version of “St. James 
Infirmary” saw her Shaun Wortis 
and Suzi Lee’s Mardi Gras show this year. 

Darkbuster, who win the Best Punk 
category and place two others, have 
moved into the Dropkicks’ slot the ulti- 
mate working-class, hard-drinking punk 
band. The group’s name was originally 
obscure joke after frontman Lenny Lashley 
found some pissed-off types working his 
local Blockbuster, but the name’s become 
more appropriate the past year, the 
band has indeed busted through some 
dark times both sending piles CDs 
fans serving Iraq, and carrying 
after Lashley got messed work acci- 
dent. The subsequent addition lead 
player Amy Criffin (from Avoid One Thing 
and the Raging Teens) has given the band 
stronger guitar sound and sorry, guys 

Otherwise, gotta love the idiosyn- 
crasies this poll. Sure, Apollo Sunshine 
are perfectly good band with solid fol- 
lowing, but the number-one band 
Boston? Maybe not, but they are a stellar ex- 
ample how proudly left-of-center band 
can work hard and find its niche, both here 
and nationally. fact, all five names 
this category evince how diverse things can 
be: are the same people really listening 
psych-pop, Darkbuster, and the 


Street Dogs’ hyperactive punk, Dear 
Leader’s hyper-earnest arena pop, and the 
Click Five’s boy-band-isms? Hey, least 
know whose fans can bothered vote. 

It’s also good see few ringers with 
the more predictable names. All five the 
singer/songwriters are new this poll; all 
literate and dark-toned songs that 
ask, and reward, closer attention than the 
average pop single. Three Day Threshold 
bring some punk leanings the Best Local 
Roots category, this year featuring (with 
Frank Smith) two bands with lead banjo. 
Protection aren’t the same headline 
level with the rest the Best Live Act win- 
ners, but their techno-conceptual shows 
are indeed some the more distinctive 
town. now it’s feeling like Mission 
Burma have never been away, and they 
squeak the fourth-best Live Act not 
a bad showing since they played exactly 
one local show (at Somerville Theatre) since 
last year’s poll. If they only play one show 
in the coming year, and it’s anywhere near 
intense the forthcoming album The 
Obliterati (Matador), they should be a shoo- 
in next year as well. 

influence lives Cave In, who 
rebound from that time-honored rite 
passage, getting dumped major label, 
top the Metal/Hardcore category 
feat itself for band that’s not really ei- 
ther metal hardcore. Still, didn’t 
have category for “Best Loud Guitar Band 
Dipping Into Prog, Emo, and Jagged Post- 
Punk,” this will have suffice. 
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One thing that never changes local 
preference for bands whose strongest suit 
their songwriting. Everyone who finishes 
as Best Local Act is largely a songwriting 
band, even if the styles range from sleek 
modern pop (Aberdeen City), to abstract pop 
(Apollo Sunshine again), to the glitter-R&B 
mix of the Rudds. Likewise, frontman Thom 
Moran from the proudly literate and ambi- 
tious Bon Savants takes the Male Vocalist 
category from more established names like 
Jake Brennan and Aaron Perrino. 

message the people who run the 
official Boston Music Awards: you don’t 
have to keep filling the female-singer cate- 
gory with names like Aimee Mann, Tracy 
Bonham, and Tracy Chapman when 
there’s plenty terrific frontwomen who 
didn’t leave town decade ago. Along with 
obvious winner Amanda Palmer, we have 
four strong examples in our Female Vocal- 
ist category: one well-respected veteran 
(Juliana Hatfield), two punk-pop upstarts 
(Michelle Paulhus and Noelle LeBlanc), 
and one relative vet (Mona Elliott, 
fourth runner-up), lately getting the 
recognition she’s deserved since early days 
Spore. And aside people who dis 
the Phoenix for its continued support 
Hatfield: she makes good new album 
every nine months, challenges herself 
every turn, and doesn’t even play her mid- 
*gos hits anymore, so get over it. 

Is late-’60s/early-’70s soul the new 
blues? least it’s the latest form roots 
music that’s inspiring generation rock- 
ers, anyone who’s wandered into ZuZu 
weekend night can attest. Best Local 
Blues/R&B Act the World’s Greatest Sinners 
have only been around for about a year, but 
grabbed lot people first sight —for 
happened when wandered into 
early Abbey gig and singer Jordan Valentine 
was nailing one favorite soul 
nuggets, Spy for the FBI.” Meanwhile, 
runners-up the Scissormen, led Phoenix 
contributor Ted Drozdowski, would proba- 
bly argue that the new blues is, well, blues. 

terms hip-hop, Boston still off 
the fringes: still think that rap 
should have old-school sound and posi- 
tive, socially conscious lyrics. This put 
in line with hippies like the Black Eyed 
Peas, and precious little else that sells big 
nationally. This didn’t bother a crowd of 
thousands Austin earlier this spring, 
where I saw local rap kingpin Mr. Lif doa 
well-received set at South by Southwest: 
Lif had scored the opening slot for out- 
door gig Austin rockers Spoon, one 
the prime showcases the whole festival.

of traditionalist Christians who object to 
author Dan heretical re-imagining 
of Christian history: that Jesus had a 
child with Mary Magdalene whose de- 
scendents live France, and that this 
“proof” the feminine principle 
Christianity has been kept alive 
secret cult that included Leonardo 
Vinci, who hinted at it in his art. Da 
Vinci’s “code,” the story goes, encrypt- 
ed in the artist’s rendering of St. John 
the Evangelist his famous painting 
The Last Supper (1498): the androgynous

St. John, often called the Beloved Apostle 
because Jesus’s special affection for 
him, actually Mary Magdalene. 
even further down feminist path, 
Brown casts the Mona Lisa (1506) 
epicene vision Vinci himself. All 
this may seem quite stretch, but the 
Vatican, which normally keeps above the 
popular-culture fray, has voiced strong 
objections. On Sunday, May 7, Nigerian 
cardinal Francis Arinze, a runner-up in 
the last papal election, even urged 
Catholics take some unspecified “legal 


action” against the book and the film. 

The Vatican right about one thing: 
story doesn’t really make histori- 
cal artistic sense. And yet Brown 
something: there are sexual and reli- 
gious codes paintings (and 
much other medieval and Renaissance 
art), but they are not of some “feminine 
principle” ruthlessly subjugated the 
Roman Catholic Church. Rather, da Vin- 
ci’s code exposes homoerotic bond be- 
tween Jesus and St. John, and it posits 
that this bond was the basis for religious 
acceptance not only same-sex love, but 
also divinely accepted same-sex unions 
well. And the Vatican was annoyed 
Dan Brown’s interpretation! 


BROTHERLY LOVE 
There little doubt that Vinci was at- 
tracted and intimately involved with 
men: avoided conviction two ar- 
rests for sodomy, had close relationships 
with series handsome youths (the 
Most noted whom was Gian Giacomo 
de’ Caprotti, nicknamed Salai, 
Satan”), and his art clearly showed 
deep imaginative interest the beauti- 
ful male body. (His rarely reproduced 
Angel in the Flesh, a sketch of the angel 
Gabriel, portrays beautiful, androgy- 
nous young man with erection.) 
Vinci’s sexual and artistic interests were 
not unusual in 15th- and early-16th- 
century Italian culture. Michelangelo, 
Donatello, Botticelli, Caravaggio, and 
Cellini all have similar personal profiles 
and artistic inclinations. fact, Flo- 
rence, Vinci’s birthplace and home 
base, was notorious for its public homo- 
sexual culture. 

None this news. Freud wrote ex- 
tensively about Vinci’s homosexuality 
1910. Such ideas were commonplace 
1950s popular culture. The widely read Sex- 
ology magazine ran story about 
sexuality June 1953 that included doc- 
tored photo showing that the Mona Lisa 
was the artist drag. Contemporary crit- 
ics have also written extensively the 
“gay sensibility” and other 
Renaissance artists’ work. would sil- 
ly, and grossly inaccurate, argue that 
all Vinci’s work has gay subtext, 
but close look some the work and its 
cultural context can tell lot. 

For all the Vatican’s current 
apoplexy about homosexuality, there 
little doubt that religious art particu- 
larly from the Italian Renaissance was 
flush with male homoerotic imagery: 
Michelangelo’s David (1504), Caravaggio’s 
The Inspiration St. Matthew (1602), Donatel- 
lo’s David (circa 1440s), and Sodoma’s 
St. Sebastian (1525) are probably the most 
famous, but a connection between male 
homoeroticism and accepted Catholic 
iconography generally evident. That 


why the implicit homoeroticism 
fresco The Last Supper should not 
all surprising. Depicting events from 
the Gospel according St. John, the 
painting shows the beloved evangelist — 
pretty, young beardless man sitting 
next Jesus. spite Brown’s insis- 
tence that Vinci cast this figure 
coded Magdalene, it makes far more 
sense take the fresco face value and 
see that there intimate relationship 
between the two men. 

This was not a new idea, and da Vinci 
was not letting his sexual impulses dic- 
tate his theology. The Gospels testify 
an intense intimacy between Jesus and 
John. The beloved apostle himself says 
that the cross, Jesus tells his mother 
that John now her son, and the non- 
canonical Secret Gospel Mark portrays 
explicitly sexual relationship be- 
tween Jesus and John as well as be- 
tween Jesus and other men. contrast 
with much medieval and Renaissance 
art, Vinci’s The Last Supper is, any- 
thing, modest portrayal the rela- 
tionship. Jacopo Bassano’s The Last 
Supper (1542), for instance, pictures a 
sleepy, seated, barely adolescent St. 
John who seems physically at- 
tached to the Jesus standing behind 
him. Dutch 
painter Meister des The 
Last Supper, shows the beloved apos- 
tle’s head resting firmly and loving- 
lap. 

These images physical intima- 
were not unusual: high- and 
late-medieval stone carvings Je- 
sus and John often 
head on Jesus’s shoulder, breast, or 3 
lap. The implications this im- 
agery were not lost the faithful. 
According art historian Jeffrey 
Hamburger in St. John the Divine: The 
Deified Evangelist Medieval Art and 
Theology (UC Press, 2002), “John played 


many roles medieval thought and liter- 


ature ... including the virgin ‘bride’

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union with the bridegroom.” Usually pre- 
sented androgynous, John the per- 
fect mate for the perfect man-Cod. Ham- 
burger notes that one version the wed- 
ding feast Canna that “circulated quite 
widely both Latin and Middle High 
German sources” has John rejecting “his 
earthly bride favor Christ, his 
spiritual bridegroom.” 

Most theologians would argue that the 
relationship between John and Jesus was 
platonic, and they’d right but the 
wrong sense of the word. Brown, it turns 
out, gets least one thing right when 
says, “When Christianity came along, the 
old pagan religions did not die easily.” 
While contextually, the images Jesus 
and St. John are Christian, the iconogra- 
phy itself much older. The pairing 
Jesus and his young partner medieval 
and Renaissance art frequently remi- 
niscent images Zeus and Ganymede. 
Greek mythology, Zeus, the form 
eagle, abducted the young Trojan 
prince make him his cupbearer 
Mount Olympus, and thus they became 
the most famous same-sex couple the 
ancient world. The highly erotic Zeus- 
Ganymede myth was commonplace 
that art historian James Saslow notes 
his groundbreaking 1986 study Ganymede 
the Renaissance (Yale) that there are well 
more than 200 versions the Re- 
naissance and early Baroque periods. The 
associations between Zeus-Ganymede and 
Jesus-John were strong that Christ- 
ian iconography the official emblems 
St. John were the eagle and the chalice. 
course, the difference that the Zeus- 
Ganymede story explicitly gay and the 
Jesus-John story is not.

Dan novel compelling fantasia 
Christian history which sexuality 
and gender take radically different 
meanings and realities. The Vatican and 
other Christian denominations hate 
Brown’s novel and have been campaigning 
against Ron Howard’s film because they 
understand that, despite the ludicrousness 
of Brown’s narrative, its main thrust is 
truthful: Christianity has been appalling- 
ly, murderously misogynist. But there 
need for conspiracy theories grasp 
this obvious historical truth. The same is 
true of mainstream Christianity’s treat- 
ment lesbian and gay men. Its cam- 
paigns against gay equality under the law, 
same-sex marriage, and gay adoption have 
been vicious the extreme. 

would mistake, however, de- 
mand that Christianity should loving 
and supportive homosexual women and 
men just because there long, hidden 
history of their inclusion in the church, or 
because past artists and even evangelists 
presented Jesus lover men. Readers 
The Vinci Code enthusiasts and revil- 
ers alike — should bear at least one thing 
mind: using “history” justify moral 
decency always mistake because moral 
decency requires justification.

Seiyo Sushi and Wine Shop 


Sushi and salad and wine? my! 


You walk into Seiyo and you see a divider 
made green Bordeaux-shaped wine bot- 
tles stuck into vertical pipes. walls could 
talk, this one would talk about long 
nights soaking off labels and getting 
the tough ones with razor-blade knife 
and pot scrubber. Seiyo began retail 
beer-and-wine store, then added a sushi 
bar. This leads interesting situation 
in which, even with a $10 corkage fee, one 
can drink some interesting wine almost 
half the typical restaurant price. 

The catch that the menu sushi and 
salads there’s almost cooked food 
red meat doesn’t with red wine, peri- 
od, and barely goes with many whites. 
Sushi works pretty well with sparklers 
(which I didn’t see) and with beer (of 
which there are some very unusual offer- 
ings), but the unbottling fee for beer 
not favorable unless you are dividing 
large bottle of, say, Belgian lambic. Wine 
by the glass is, at least so far, not on the 
menu, and what’s served when you order 
a glass of white ($6.99) doesn’t inspire. It 

So, you have Seiyo with 
wine-drinking crowd, and probably one 
that likes spicy whites like Alsatians, 
sauvignon blancs, and certain chardon- 
nays. That said, the sushi and sashimi 
are very, very good. you could simply 
enjoy Seiyo stylish but small and per- 
sonable spinoff Fugakyu, and never 
drink thing. you could view 
novel kind wine bar that happens 
have some fun sushi. has also done 
some terrific things with salads, all using 
that fabulous Japanese-restaurant dress- 
ing that looks like Russian dressing but 
tastes like ginger. 

The tables are made some kind 
composition pine that looks almost like 
zebrawood, and there’s cute rack met- 
chopsticks every one (and fork, 
problem, you ask). long high table 
in the center of the small room, and it 
promotes little mixing. Back the sal- 
ads: tofu salad ($3.50) is long strips of 
silken tofu (great tasting hard chop- 
stick) iceberg with the above-men- 
tioned killer dressing. Tuna yukke salad 
($7.25) and salmon yukke salad ($6.95) are 
four five slices sashimi-grade fish 
just seared and spiced one edge, over 
field greens and strips red and yellow 
peppers. With the same gingery dressing, 
these are terrific. A seaweed salad ($4.50) 
had the usual beautiful, translucent 
shreds green and jade, flavored with 
sesame, sesame seeds, and a few flecks of 
red pepper. 

Moving into maki: actually found 
simple asparagus maki ($3.75) great 
combination with without wine. The 
subtle flavors the undercooked aspara- 
gus, sushi rice, and wrapping algal sea- 
weed (nori) made spectrum out each 
turret. Among the more popular combina-

tions, Volcano maki ($12.95) was a row of 
eight wraps centered avocado and pho- 
crab, then rice, topped with spicy 
cooked salmon, mayonnaise, and flying- 
fish roe. These peppery combos are great 
with beer, harder wine. Crazy maki 
($7.75) wrapped around fried-shrimp 
tempura, with sushi rice, cucumber, avo- 
cado, and spicy mayonnaise around the in- 
side-out wrap rice and nori. Dragon 
maki ($10.95) is more or less the same 
thing, with additional topping broiled 
eel perhaps make the dragon’s scales, 
certainly for extra flavor. Orders tend 
combined pretty wood platters. 

For big eaters groups three, the 
sashimi deluxe ($18.95) gave up nothing 
the fancier sushi bars town. Ours 
had three thick slices of red tuna, as 
many salmon, fish-like king macker- 
with little red meat and skin left on, 
and that grainless fish (tilefish?) love 
much, especially with a few leaves of 
shiso.

$40-$50. Tempe is a biodynamic 
producer in Alsace, so this wine is 
not only organic, but also not ma- 
nipulated the cellar not even 
with added yeast, never mind 
yeast nutrients sulfites. The re- 
sults are lively, unusual, and a lit- 
tle unreliable, but our bottle was 
lots of fun, mostly in the unusual 
aromas along with the expected 
Riesling spice and fruit. Served 
cold, the flavor was a little weak, 
but the acidity and bite seemed to 
increase warmed the 
glass. Hot sake ($6.99) was, like 
the white wine, 
teacup. Cold sakes for the connois- 
seur are another potential value 
opportunity with the store-restau- 
rant concept. 

Seiyo does have dessert: three 
flavors mochi ice cream. The 
mochi part gluey coating 
pounded rice and sugar that find 
something acquired taste 
and texture, but it does make an 
effective bonbon with center 
good ice cream. The best flavor 
probably mango. Red-bean ice 
didn’t provide enough flavor overcome 
the mochi taste, and green-tea ice cream 
was perhaps halfway there. Experienced 
mochi lovers (it’s a universal treat in 
Hawaii) may reverse these priorities.
